Heated Argument Arises in Conven- 
tion Over Resolutions Offered by 
Gen. Lee Referring to Senti- 
ments Expressed by 
the President.

Charleston, S. C., May 10.—(Special.)—The 
opening day of the reunion has been a great 
‘one for Charleston. Thousands have 
thronged the auditorium amd the addresses 
and patriotic resolutions have been received 
with enthusiasm. 

With perfect weather, tho parade was a 
grand success and all agree in pronouncing 
it the greatest parade ever had at a reun- 
fon. It was noticeable, however, that the 
number of veterans marching was smaller 
than previous years. Many who marched 
on former occasions did not feel equal to the 
task this vear. Fach succeeding year sees 
the old vets one lap nearer the finish in the 
race of life and the long marches are too 
much for many of those who in the days 
gone by could march all day. 

Almost the first official act of the ninth 
annual reunion of the veterans, which he- 
gan its session today, was an attempt Ly 
Genera] Stephen D. Lee, of Mississippi, to 
secure an indorsement of President McKin- 
ley’s suggestion made in his recent Atlanta 
speech, that the care of the graves of con- 
federate dead should be undertaken by the 
federal government. 

Action on the resolution, however, was 
frustrated by a motion to refer it to the 
committee on resolutions, in spite of a 
rather general sentiment to put it through 
with enthusiasm, 

As this committee is yet to be appointed, 
it is probable that the matter will be taken 
up tomorrow, and the ultimate fate of the 
resolution is problematical. 

The motion to refer originated with Dr. 
J. William Jones, of Virginia, and met with 
sOme opposition, and it is believed the mat- 
ter will eventually cause some discussion, 
@s there is a decided faction in favor of 
General Lee's sentiments, while the opposi- 
tion is also said to be very strong. 

The reference to committee probably will 
result in amending the resolution so that 
While thanking the president and acknowl- 
edging his action as a gracefu] one, it will 
declare that the care of its dead is a duty 
of the south. . 


Resolution of General Lee. 


The following is the resolution offered by 
General Lee and referred to a committee: 

“Whereas, in Atlanta, Ga., on December 
14, 1898, the president of the United States 
of America gave utterance to the sentiment 
‘that the time has come when the United 
States should share in caring for the graves 
of the confederate dead,’ and, 

“Whereas, his utterance of the chief ex- 
ecutive of the nation demands from us, the 
Burvivors of our dead comrades in arms, a 
frank and generous response to so lofty and 
magnanimous a sentiment; therefore, be it 

Resolved by the United Confederate 
Veterans, in annual convention assem- 
bled, That in this act of President Mc- 
Kinley’s, and in its reception by our 
brethren of the north, we recognize 
authoritative evidence that we are 
again a united people and one in de- 
termination to exhibit to the world 
the gentler, as well as the sterner, 
traits of American character, and that 
we accept the statement of our chief 
executive in the spirit in which it was 
made, believing that such legislation 
by the general government that he 
has suggested would show clearly the 
advance that the American people have 
achieved in those higher virtues that 
adorn a great nation. 


Chaplain Jones said he thought the reso- 
lutions should be referred to the commit- 
tee on resolutions to be regularly ap- 
Pointed. 

Some members had not heard the resolu- 
tions and called for them to be reread. 
This was done by General Lee, who added 
that he hopeq the resolutions would be 
&dopted without reference. 


Harris Favors Prompt Action. 
Dr. Harris, of Florida, said that from 
the very nature of the resolutions he d:d 
hot think they should be referred. It 
Would be as well to take a direct vote on 
them right at the time. 
Mr. T. H. Busbee, of North Carolina, 
ali he thought the resolutions should be 
referred. It would do no harm to refer 
&nd no disrespect was intended. Every 
loyal confederate appreciated the courtesy 
and good intentions of President McKinley 
N what he sald at Atlanta. But Mr. Bus-

After this it was decideg without further 
discussion that the resolutions be referred 
to the committee on resolutions. 

Ideal Conditions Prevail. 

Ideal weather conditions favor the veter- 
ans of the gray and their thousands of 
friends who are crowding this hospitable 
littla southern eity. A orilliant sun 1s 
tempered by a coul breeze from the ocean 
and fair skies hold no presage of rain 
to mar the interesting programme of 
amusements. A conservative estimate 
places the number of visitors at between 
twenty-five and thirty thousand. The at- 
tendance from the south at large is not so 
general as in former years, but the South 
Carolinians and veterans from adjacent 
states make up the deficiency, while south- 
ern enthusiasm is at top flood. Every- 
Where the blare of bands and the strains 
of the “Bonnie Blue Flag’ mingle with 

ixie’’ and other airs dear to the south- 
land, while cheering c:owds greet every 
repetition of the tunes. The best of order 
prevails and over all the air of genial so- 
Clability which marks the annual gather- 
ings of the association. 

The business session of the reunion was 
called to order this morning by General C. 
I. Waiker, commanding the South Carolina 
division, In the handsome auditorium erected 
for the occasion by the city of Charleston. 
Its enormous space was crowded and thou- 
Sands were unable to gain admittance to the 
building. When General John B. Gordon, 
the commander-fin-chief, appeared upon the 
Stage he was grected with thunders of ap- 
plause. The band struck up ‘Dixie’ and the 
veterans cheered and cheered again. In 
calling the assemblage to order General 
Walker spoke of Charleston's invitation to 
the veterans to meet at the birthplace of 
secession and said that the gavel that he 
Was using wes that which in 1860 had 
been used to call to order the secession 
convention. The chairs used by the officers

Blessing Upon Convention. 

Dr. J. William Jones, the chaplain gen- 
eral, then invoked the divine blessing upon 
the convention. He asked it of the ‘“‘God of 
our common country” and prayed that all 
confederates may be true to the principles 
“of constitutional freedom, for which our 
fathers fought,”’ and that ‘‘these principles 
might be handed down to our children and 
children’s children.’’ He invoked the divine 
blessings upon the president of the United 
States and all in authority. 

Speaker Gary, of the house of representa- 
tives af South Caroiina, presented the reso- 
lutions adopted by the general assembly in 
regard to the holding of the reunion in 
this state, 

General Walker then introduced Liecuten- 
ant Governor McSweeny, whose mention of 
Wheeler was applauded and of Hampton 
cheered. Mayor Smyth, of Charleston, ex- 
tended to the visitors a welcome. 

General Gordon’s Address. 

General Gordon was then escorted to the 
front of the stage and his appearance was 
the signal for a storm of applause. Cheers 
and shrill yells for the commander-in-chief 
mingled with the crash of~the band, and 
hats, handkerchiefs, and flags were waved 
frantically. 

When order was finally restored the old 
confederate chieftain was presented by Gen- 
eral Walker and delivered an eloquent ad- 
dress. He spoke with all the vigor, elo- 
quence and grace which have won for him 
a national reputation as an orator. General 
Gordon said: . 

Governor, Gentlemen of the Commit- 
tee, My Fellow Countrymen of South 
Carolina: The flood of emotions which 
stirs the sensibilities of these veterans 
today is their loving answer to your gra- 
cious greeting. 

These emotions will speak to you in 
language far more impressive and elo- 
quent than any words that I could utter. 
The ringing shouts from these thousands 
of confederate throats are veritable 
echoes of the inspiring resolutions of 
welcome unanimously adopted by your 
general assembly. 

While those resolutions have cheered 
and thrilled every southern soldier’s 
heart, they were not needed to tell us of 
the reception that awaited us in South 
Carolina. Her whole history and that of 
her commercial capital were the promise 
and guarantee of this magnificent real- 
ity. 

For more than two hundred _ years, 
made memorable by heroic struggles in 
war and brilliant achievements in peace, 
the names of South Carolina and of 
Charleston have been the synonyms of 
hospitality, of chivalry and of valor. 

What else could be expected of a peo- 
ple in whose veins are commingled the 
blood of the proud Engiish cavaliers; the

President Is Not Satisfed with Situation 
and Will Convene Congress. 


EXTRA SESSION NOW SURE 


Disposition of the Philippines Will Be 
Left to That Body, Too. 


THE CALL MAY BE ISSUED IN NEAR FUTURE 


With the Good of His Party at Heart, 
He Wants To Prepare for the 
Campaign of 1900. 


Washington, May 10.—The revival of the 
talk of an extra session of congress has 
more behind it than idle gossip. The con- 
tingency of such a session has been dis- 
cussed at a cabinet meeting, and a member 
of that body who was present at the time 
is authority for the statement that the 
president’s mind is strongly. inclined toward 
such a move. Two reasons chiefly control 
the president in this matter. He wishes 
the policy of the government with respect 
to the Philippines defined and the currency 
question disposed of before the party enters 
the campaign of 1900. 

The president has declared his be- 
lief to his advisers that peace will be 
established in the Philippines within 
the next thirty days and that the 
cwnership and possession of these 
islands will not longer be disputed. 

This subject coming to him so soon, he 
does not care to formulate a policy with 
respect to their government, the degree of 
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home rule to be granted to them, without 
the aid of congress,in whose hands he placed 
the whole subject in his message to that 
body. 

The president is unwilling to do anything 
that will lessen the preseng abundant pros- 
pects of success for his party in the com- 
ing campaign. He feels that anything look- 
ing like delay and indecision will have a 
bad effect. For this reagon he wants the 
whole country to know for 1900 exactly what 
the policy of the governminent wiil be with 
respect to possessions dn the far east. 

Another powerful controlling mo- 
tive that is actuating the president is 
his strong desire to have early and 
positive action taken with regard to 
the currency question, 


He is said to be not thoroughly satisfied 
with the results of the deliberations of the 
republican house caucus committee, which 
recently formulated a bill for introdution in 
the house when it convenes aguin. Although 
the members of that committee are unusu- 
ally reticent, it is understood that the com- 
mittee has not in all respects followed the 
suggestions of the president. Four strong 
points were brought by the president, and 
the committee was thoroughly ‘acquainted 
with his position. These recommendations 
were: 

1. A provision that will make the so- 
called endless chain caused by the re- 
demption of greenbacks with gold and 
consequent runs upon the treasury re- 
serve impossible, 

-. That national banks be permitted to 
issue circulation up to the par value of 
the bonds deposited to secure that cir- 
culation, instead of only 90 per cent, as 
at present. : 

3. A reduction of the tax on national 
bank circulation, the present tax being 1 
per cent, : 

4. That national banks with a capital 
Of $25,000 be authorized to be established 
in small towns, the minimum now being 
$50,000. 

Not being satisfied that the measure for- 
mulated by the house committee meets the 
Situation, the president wishes the whole 
question taken up and disposed of as earliv 
as possible, so that it may not be a factor 
in the coming campaign. This also appears 
to be the view of the leaders, Mr. Aldrich, 
chairman of the senate committee on 
finance, who has just returned from Europe, 
in an interview recently, said he would call 
his committee together as soon as possible, 
and, as he expressed it, “get right down to 
business,”’ 

This committee was authorized to sit dur- 
ing the recess, but it was believed that not 
until the cool months of the fall: season 
would really do any work on the subject. 
The declaration of Chairman Aldrich evi- 
dently indicates a change of programme. 

In his talks with senators and represen- 
talives, particularly those who intended 
spending the summer abroad, the president 
has intimated the possibility of a legisla- 
tive emergency that would require their 
presence in Washington earlier than was 
thought likely when congress adjourned. 
The struggle over the speakership will con- 
sume time that was not anticipated. Al- 
though the president_is extremely cautious 
how he discusses even the possibility of a 
Special session of congress, his advisers 
Who are closest to him regard a special 
session as almost an assured fact. The man 
on whose authority the above expressions 
are based is of the opinion that when the 
president returns from Hot Springs, Va.. 
where he has gone for rest, he wil] permit it 
semi-officially known that congress is to be 
convened some two or three months earlier 
than the date for the regular meeting.

Business Houses Close in Albany Dur- 
ing a Negro Funeral. 

Albany, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—Frank 
W. McCarthy, one of the most prominent 
negroes in southwest Georgia, died at his 
home in this city last night, after an ill- 
ness of two months with Bright's disease. 

His funeral occurred from the African 
Methodist Episcopal church this afternoon 
and was attended by an immense concourse 
of both whites and blacks. For the first 
time in the history of Albany every store 
and office in the city was closed in honor of 
a@ negro, no business being transacted while 
the funeral was in progress. 

McCarthy never dabbled in politics, but 
was probably the most influential negro in 
his county. His death is deplored alike by 
white and colored people.

After his bath, Mr. McKinley returned 
to his room for a short sleep. Luncheon 
followed. This afternoon a drive over the 
mountain roads was enjoyed.

The:reports add tthat, although those who 
were attended were mostly partisans of 
Aguinaldo, a strong desire for peace was 
expressed. ' \ 

Major General MacArthur will probably 
remain at San Fernando until fresh troops 
can be forwarded to him from this city 
to replace some of the volunteers who have 
become exhausted from the long campaign.

The report of President Schurman will 
give special attention to national, provincial 
and municipal government; Colonel Charles 
‘Denby will consider the organization of 
courts, and Professor D. C. Worcester will 
investigate tribal, physical and commercial 
features of the islands. <All the members 
of the commission are consulting with resi- 
dent experts. . 


REBELS INSPIRED BY ORATORY. 


Mascarado’s Line Make Fierce Attack 
on San Fernando. 

‘Manila, May 10, 10:15 a. m.—The Filipinos, 

General Mascarado’s army, inspired by 

wine taken from the storehouses of Ba- 


coior and by the general's oratory on Mon- 
day evening, attacked San Fernando. There 
Was tremendous yelling and a great expen- 
diture of cartridges by the rebels, but very 
little damage resulted. 

General Mascarado holds the outskirts of 
Bacolor west of the railroad. In front of 
his positions are the Kansas and Montana 
regiments, which occupy trenches that the 
Filipinos built in anticipation of an attack 
from the direction of the sea. | 

During Monday afternoon General Mas- 
carado, with a large retinue of officers, rode 
along the lines, frequently stopping to ha- 
rangue his warriors. 

At dusk a detachment of-rebels rushed to- 
ward the outposts of the Montana regiment, 
but were met by a hot fire from the Mon- 
tana regiment's line. The insurgents, from 
trenches nearly three miles long, respond- 
ed. After an hvuur’s firing, during which one 
private soldier of the Montana. regiment 


was wounded, the insurgents subsided, al- ~ 


though they kept up a _ scattering fire 
throughout the night. 

Prisoners who were brought into Ameri- 
can lines said that General Mascarado dis- 
tributed barrels of wine among his soldiers, 
telling them that he expected them to cap- 
ture the city of San Fernando. The trench- 
es undoubtedly saved the Americans from 
heavy losses, bullets falling thick about 
them during the engagement. 

General Luna is massing his army east 
of the railway, bringing up troops by train 
loads in sight of the American lines. The 
country between San Fernando and Calum- 
pit is filling up with natives who profess 
great friendship toward the Americans, but 
who are suspected by many of sympatay 
with the insurrection. 

A Filipino connected with the American 
hospital corps was Killed, it is supposed, by 
Amigos.

Florida Legislature Is Busy with the 
State’s Mest Knotty Preblem, 


ORIGINAL BILL A CRUDE ONE 


Tao Much Scope Was Given the Mem- 
ers of the Body. 


NO APPEAL FROM ITS DECISIONS

Both Houses Are Now Trying To Put 
the Act in Harmony with 
Other Laws. 


Tallahassee, Fla., May 10.—(Special.)—One 
of the first first concurrent resolutions 
adopted by the legislature at this Session 
provided for a special joint committee to 
consider, frame and report to both {houses 
the most advisable, practicable and -satis- 
factory legislation for carrying into effect 
the constitutional amendment adopted by 
the general election last November con- 
ferring judicial powers upon the railroad 
coniMission. A strong and conservative 
committee was named, but as soon as seri- 
ous deliberation was begun it was found 
that the constitutional amendment in ques- 
tion had been crudely drawn, and really 
provided for giving the commission absolute 
and final jurisdiction in all matters properly 
coming before it- 

The appellate jurisdiction of the supreme 
court is expressly defined and limited by 
the constitution, and this amendment made 
no provision for an appeal tu that court 
from the decision of the railroad commis- 
sion. The committee was met with two 
propositions—one to confer absolute and 
final jurisdiction upon the railrvad commis- 
sion, sitting as a court; the other to give 
limited judicial powers, and providing that 
any aggrieved party may appeal to the su- 
preme court. 

The committee deemed it best for all in- 
terests that the latter plan be adopted, and 
the bill which was rported a fortnight ago 
confers limited judicial powers—such as 
compelling the attendance of witnesses, 
production of papers, testimony, etc., and 
providing that a failure to carry out the 
orders of the commission may be punished 
by contempt proceedings in the same man- 
ner that it is done in the circuit courts. 

The bill further provides that to compel 
the observance of a rate or regulation, the 
commissioners may proceed by mandamus 
or injunction before the circuit courts. This 
is believed to be the fairest solution of that 
problem, as it provides a speedy way of 
determining the reasonableness or unreason- 
ableness of a rate or requirement. 

An important new feature of the bill is 
that, in addition to railroad and express 
companies, it also places telegraph com- 
panies, steamship companies and _ union 
terminal stations under the jurisdiction of 
the railroad commission. 

The senate began consideration of this 
measure Monday morning, and the house 
took it up yesterday. Indications are that 
a large majority of all the members will 
discuss it, and it will hardly be disposed of 
before the end of the week, if that soon. 

There is a strong feeling that this legis- 
lature must take some action about the 
railroad commission—either abolish or 
strengthen it. The commission was crfe- 
ated by the last legislature two years ago, 
and given remarkably large powers for 
fixing rates and regulations to be observed 
by the railroad and express companies. 
After the body organized it found that it 
was practically powerless to enforce its 
extensive powers, and it has, therefore, 
been forced to fail in accomplishing near 
as much as was expected of it. 

Indications today are that the limited 
judicial powers will be granted, but there 
is a powerful lobby here working desperate- 
ly to have the telegraph and steamboat 
companies eliminated from the _ require- 
ments of the bill. The railroad people are 
also watching every step with great care, 
and speculation is rife as to the final out- 
come of the struggle.

Attention was called to the article and 
a fierce war has been made upon him in 
the church, led by Dr. Eaton, editor of 
The Western Recorder and a pastor of 
the biggest Baptist church in the city. 

Dr. Whitsitt finally resigned, but if the 
trustees sustain him, will continue at the 
head of the seminary. It is said a ma- 
jority of the board favor him.

GALICIANS COMING IN DROVES. 


Steerage Quarters on German-Ameri- 
can LinerS in Demand.

MOLINEAUX MAY GO FREE. 


There Is Little Chance That Jury Will 
Indict the Accused. 

New York, May 10.—There was a long ar- 
gument in the Roland B. Molineaux case 
before Justice Jerome, in the court of spe- 
cial sessions today. 

Barlow S. Weeks, counsel for Molineaux, 
contended that inasmuch as the grand jury 
had passed upon the identical points at is- 
sue Justice Jerome had no jurisdiction. Then 
Mr. Weeks announced that he was ready for 
trial and the district attorney stated that 
he also was ready. 

After further deliberation Mr. Weeks 
stated that he would waive examination 
and asked Justice Jerome to fix bail. 

The justice said that in waiving examina- 
tion the case was taken out of his hands 
and was in the hands of the grand jury 
and he refused to accept or fix bail. Mr. 
Weeks stated that he would offer no bail, 
but that he would take the matter before 
the grand jury at once. 

It is expected that inasmuch as the grand 
jury refused to find an indictmen: against 
Molineaux in the first instance, it will again 
fail to indict him. 


COSTLY COMMUNION SERVICE. | 


Catholic Church at Washington To 
Have Notable Celebration. 

Washington, May 10.—St. Paul’s Catho- 
lic church, of this city, will have one of 
the most costly and novel communion ser- 
vices in America. 

Rev. Joseph Rankin and Father Mckin 
have collected enough gold and precious 
stones to make superb chalice and enough 
silver for the plate. 

The jewels consist of 200 pearls, many 
diamonds, rubies and other rare stones. 
The contributions consisted of nuggets of 
gold and silver, old coins and jewelry, 
many of the latter being historical fam- 
ily relics. 

Some of the heirlooms have been hand- 
ed down for generations in the oldest fam- 
ilies of the country. One magnificent gift, 
a cross of diamonds, will adorn the front 
of the chalice.

NEARING AN END 


Trouble Between Contractor and Graig 
Shovelers Be'og Adjusted. 
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BISHOP QUIGLEY TAKES PART 


Settlement Probable by Appointment 
of a Superintendent. 


THE STRIKE LEADERS ARE GIVING IN 


Bishop Quigley Declares ‘i‘hat Both

Buffalo, N. Y., May 10.—The trouble be- 
tween Contractor Connors and the grain 
shovelers is nearer a settlement tonight than 
at any time since the shipping season open- 
ed. The prospects are now that before the 
end of the week the men will be at work. 

Tonight the leaders were prepared to make 
terms along the lines laid down in the last 
proposition made by the lake carriers, which 
provided for the appointment of a general 
superintendent who would have entire 
charge of the unloading of grain at this 
gem and who was to be appointed by Bish- 
W Quigley and paid by the Carriers’ Asso- 
ciation, Mr. Connors, the present contrac- 
tor, merely to draw his commission until 
the end of the year, when his contract ex- 
pires. 

This change of attitude was brought about 
by a conference held at Mr. Quigley’s resi- 
dence tonight, at which the bishop, the Rev. 
Father O'Connell, President Keefe, of the 
International Longshoremen’s Association, 
and the officers of the Grain Shovelers’ 


Union were present. 

The leaders of the grain shovelers express- 
ed doubt as to their ability to induce tye 
men to agree to any terms other than those 
proposed by themselves. John M. Hennes- 
sey, a member of the committee, was dele- 
gated to wait on the shovelers and ask them 
if they would agree to the ‘proposition made 
by the lake carriers. He returned some 
time afterwards with the information that 
the grain shovelers had again voted not to 
return to work unless the contract is ab- 
rogated. 

The conference lasted until 10:30 o'clock. 
Before adjournment it became evident that 
the leaders of the grain shovelers were ready 
‘to advise the men to compromise. After the 
confgrence Bishop Quigley saild: 

“The indications are that a settlement will 
be dg ty very soon. The leaders are in a 
muc better disposition and appear to be 
prepafed to accept reasonable terms. Two 
propositions to be made to the lake carriers 
at a fonference to be held soon were dis- 
cusgec, Sut no final decision was reached. 
The onimittee will meet here ngain tomor- 
row Bight. I think it likely that arrange- 
ments leading to the settlement of the 
trouble will be made then.”’ 


FUNSTON MAY SEEK OFFICE. 


Plucky Kansas Man Writes of His 
Political Ambitions. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 10.—Under date of 
Stan/ord University, Cal., The Star today 
prints extracts frem-a letter from Brigadier 
Genera).

Constitutionality ofthe Repeal Act in 
Alabama To Be Tested. 
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OATES MOVES IN THE MATTER 


Official List of Nominees to the In- 
tended Convention Are Filed.

WILL MANDAMUS SECRETARY OF THE STATE 


That Official Might Then Be Instruct- 
ed To Order the Election for 
Delegates Held.

Monigsumery, Ala., May 10.—(Special.)— 
Some of the anti-repealists propose to test 
the constitutionality of the law repealing 
the act providing for the holding of a con- 
stitutional convention. This morning form- 
er Governor William C. Oates, who was ene 
of the late democratic nominees to the con- 
vention from the state at large, filed in the 
office of the secretarv of state an official 
list of the nominees at large, certified to by 
the chairman of the convention. Mr. Jelks, 
and the secretary. Mr. Elmore Garrett. 

The paper is intended to show that by 
the nomination of these delegates Ly the 
democratic party, a regularly constituted 
political party, the first step has been taken 
toward carrying out the provisions of the 
constitutional convention act. The filing of 
this paper is understood to be a preliminary 
step to the institution of mandamus pro- 
ceedings upon the secretary of state to 
compe! him to order the election to be held 
in July in accordance with the terms of 
the convention act,-the contention being 
that as the legislature last December en- 
acted the law providing for the holding of 
a constitutional convention, and as steps 
had been taken by the people at the polls, 
it was no longer in the province of the as- 
sembly in special session to repea he act— 
in other words, that the entire matter had 
passed beyond the province of the assembly 
and was w2h the people. 

The mandamus wil} have to originate in 
the circuit court and must have trial in 
that court before it can be appealed to the 
Supreme court, and the supreme court 
must, of course, declare the law to be un- 
constitutional before the secretary of state 
will be authorized to cal) for the holding 
of an election. As the law requires thirty 
days’ notice of the election by advertising, 
and as the election is called in the act to 
be held on the first Monday tn July, it will 
be apparent that the mandamus proceed- 
ings will have to be finally disposer or by 
the courts with the ensuing three weeks to 
become effective, and this does not appear 
to be within the range of probability. 

Governor Oates will not be the party @ros- 
ecutor in the case, if it is brought, although 
he will likely be the leading attorney for 
the prosecution. 

By no means all of the anti-repealists 
share the belief that the bill is not consti- 
tutional], many holding that the legislature 
has the inalienable right to repeal or alter 
any act that it or any of its predecessor 
assemblies may have passed. 

In the senate today the bill appropriating 

,000, or as much of that amount as may 
be necessary, to pay the expenses vf the 
special session of the assembly, came up for 
passage. Senator Cunningham introduced 
the following resolution, which, under a 
suspension of the rules, was adepted: 

“Whereas, There is some doubt in the 
minds of some senators as to the constitu- 
tionality of the pending bill, appropriating 


| mgney for the payment of the expenses of 


the present extraordinary session of the 
general assembly; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That Senators Boykin, Brown 
and Pulley are hereby appointed a commit- 
tee to report to the senate. immediately 
after the reading of the journal tomorrow 
upon the constitutionality of the bill, and 
that the further consideration of the bill be 
postponed until said committee reports.”’ 

The committee, however, did not wait 
unti] tomorrow, but later in the day report- 
ed in favor of the constitutionality of the 
bill and it passed without one dissenting 
vote. 

The governor went through the perfunc- 
tory performance of signing the repeal act 
this morning. It was not more than an 
inch long, but it has aroused more political 
interest in Alabama than any act of its 
size on record. 

A resolution was adopted by the house 
that a joint committee composed of five 
from the senate and six from the house, be 
appointed to consider the amendments to 
the constitution. The senate afterwards 
reported that the resolution had been con- 
curred in and that Messrs. Moody, Brown, 
Horton, Sowell of Walker and Deans of 
ShelLy had been appointed on the part of 
the senate. Messrs. Hurt, Tunstall, For- 
rester, Graves, Spears and White were ap- 
pointed on the part of the house. 

The house then resolved itself into a com- 
mittee of the whole to consider the primary 
election law, and several hours were spent 
in discussing and passing the first six sec- 
tions of the bill, after which adjournment 
Was taken until tomorrow.

Spring Place, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)— 
Five lives, instead of seven, were muffled 
but in the holocaust here last night, two 
-of the inmates of the Bagwell residence 
escaping, singed by the flames as _ they 
rushed from the burning building. 

Those who lost their lives were? 


DR. H. Cc. BAGWELL. 

HIS THREE CHILDREN, aged six and 
three years and four months. 

MRS. WILLIAMS, the aged governess. 


Those who escaped were Dr. Sam Gil- 
bert and Frank Williams, fourteen-year- 
old son of Mrs. Williams, the governess. 

Dr. Bagwell last night hada professional 
call out in the country and left about 

9-30, returning about 1 o'clock. In little 
over an hour afterwards he was a charred 
trunk and all his loved ones had passed 
from earth to heaven. 

At about 2 o'clock Dr. Sam Gilbert, a 
half-brother of Colonel W. C. Martin, of 
Dalton, who slept in a room across the 
hall from Dr. Bagwell, was awakened by 
the oppressiveness of suffocation. He 
jumped up and found his room in flames. 
He slept with Frank Williams, who was 
so hard to awake that he dragged him out 
‘of bed and to the window, jumping out 
with hfm. 

After reacning the ground they forced 
‘one of the windows to Dr. Bagwell’s room, 
which was a mass of seething flames, but 
'were forced back after Dr. Gilbert had his 


hair singed off and young Williams had ° 


both his ears nearly burned off. 

By this time the people arrived, but too 
late to do anything but form a “bucket 
brigade and save the Bagwell Bros.’s drug 
store, which was’ about twenty feet dis- 


tant. 

When the embers were cool enough to 
permit work among them, the charred 
trunks of Dr. Bagwell, his three children 
and old Mrs. Williams were found piled 
up in a heap near the front window. 

The theory is that Dr. Bagwell resist- 
‘od the effects of smoke and fire long enough 
to carry two of his children and Mrs. Wil- 
liams to the window and while coming to 
the window with his baby in his arms 
was overcome by the fiames, falling for- 
ward on. his face with the baby under 
him. This theory {s supported by the fact 
that the first man to arrive saw him 
trying to get to the window with the baby 
and saw him fall and by the fact that 
although the baby had its legs burned off 
its body was comparatively but little burn- 
ed, and its face, which was buried in 
its father’s breast, was recognizable—the 
only thing in the blackened heap that was 
recognizable except by size, one body be- 
ing entirely consumed except a portion 
of the head and the spinal column. 

The most feasible theory of* the cause 
of the fire is that Dr. Bagwell left a lamp 
burning low for the convenience of the 
woman attending to his children, or that 
he threw a match somewhere when he 
came in that set fire to something that 
smoldering for an hour. The fire origfhat- 
ed in his room, and he was evidently the 
first to awake and not being able to fully 
arouse the other occupants of the room, 
attempted to carry them out. Z 

The funeral occurs at Spring Place to- 
morrow morning at 10 o'clock. Dr. Bagwell 
and his three children all in one coffin 
will be laid to rest by the side of his 
wife, and Mrs. Williams in the family 
graveyard in the upper portion of that 
county,

BIG LUMBER PLANT IS BURNED. 
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Kilns and Sheds Destroyed Were Val- 
ued at $100,000. 

Selma, Ala., May 10.—(Special.)—The big 
lumber plant of the S. E. Jackson Lumber 
Company, at Riderville, twenty mfles north 
of Selma, which was badly damaged by a 
cyclone a few weeks since, was almost de- 
stroyed by fire today. The mill was one of 
the finest in the south and employed a 
large force of men, The fire started in one 
of the dry kilns about noon and spread 
rapidly toward the mill. The’ supports 
under /two immense elevated tanks con- 
taining water for fire protection burned 
soon after, causing the tanks to fall. 

A telegram was sent to this city for help 
and.a fire engine and hose truck were for- 
warded to the scene on a special train. 
The fire-could not be checked until all the 
dry kilns, lumber sheds, sawmills, offices, 
railroad depot, several freight cars and 
two railroad trestles had been consumed, 
together with an immense quantity of lum- 
ber. The planing mill and adjoining sheds 
alone remained standing. The loss is esti- 
mated at fully $100,000. The amount of 
insurance carried cannot be ascertained to- 
night. 

The plant was owned and operated by a 
Baltimore company, of which ex-Governor 
E. Jackson, of Maryland, is president. 
The mills were doing a profitable business 
and it is supposed will be rebuilt. 


JEFFERSON OIL MILL BURNS. 


The Ginhouse Sustained a Complete 
Loss. 

Jefferson, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—The 
Jefferson oil mil] plant caught fire tonight 
at 11:30 o'clock. The fire burned rapidly 
and before the flames could be extinguished 
the ginhouse was a total loss.

That re- 
port wisely suggested that ‘preparation for 
Our work in the twentieth century should 
begin with a great re-enforcement of our 
educational strongholds, literary and the- 
ological.’ Too much emphasis cannot be 
placed upon this statesmanlike and apos- 
tolic suggestion. We cannot do the work 
of the twentieth century with the crude 
implements and inadequate equipment of 
the nineteenth. These were sufficient for 
the exigencies of the past, but cannot coupe 
with the emergencies and tremendous re- 
sponsibilities of the future.” 

Dr. J. H. Scruggs, of Columbus, discussed 
the plans for raising the proportion allotted 
fo the North and South Georgia confer- 
ences.

Rev. Dr. John D. Hammond, ex-president 
of Wesleyan Female college and general 
secretary of education, made an address in 
which he set forth the general movement 
of Methodists throughout the country in 
behalf of the twentieth century education 
fund. The promoters of the movement 
have already met with great success among 
Methodists north and south, in Canada and 
in England. At this early date liberal sub- 
scriptions have been made by individuals 
and others. 

A suggestion that met with much favor 
Was to appoint a general manager for Geor- 
gia on a salary to organize and push the 
movement. Several committees were ap- 
pointed by Bishop Candler tu look after the 
different branches of the work. 

At the afternoon meeting addresses were 
made by Dr, R, J. Bigham, of Atlanta, and 
others. 

Dr. J. D. Hammond and Bishop Candler 
delivered addresses to a large congregation 
at Mulberry Street Methodist church. 

The bishops of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south have issued an address to 
the ministers and members of the southern 
church on the subject of the great fund to 
be raised for the educational works of the 
chureh, in which they say: 

We desire, as your ehief pastors to 
earnestly commend this most important 

and timely movement. It is eminently 
fitting that we should celebrate the birth 
of a new century of opportunity by xen- 
erous offerings to the great educational 
work of our church. The general bvard 
of education is perfecting plans for a 
thorough canvass of the connection in 
this interest. We would affectionately 
urge you to cordially co-operate with 
these efforts and thereby make sure the 
largest success of this noble enterprise. 
The general conference has placed this 
matter before the church as of chiefest 
concern, It is suggested, therefore, that 
local or other connectional enterprises 
should not be allowed to give this twen- 
tieth century fund a secondary or un- 
important place. In addition to the reg- 
ular tithes we bring to the church, let 
this be a special and liberal] thank cf- 
fering. By a reconsecration of our- 
selves, soul, body and substance, to the 
Lord we may make this connectional 
movement monumental and provide am- 
pler equipment for nobler work during 
the next century of wider opportunity 
and greater responsibility.

ORCHARDS BADLY DAMAGED. 


State Entomologist Examines Trees 
Near Griffin. 

Griffin, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—Professor 
W. M. Scott, state entomologist, from the 
department of agriculture, came down from 
Atlanta to examine the condition of the 
orchards hereabouts yesterday, and was 
taken out by B. N. Barrow to look over his 
orchard, which he gave an exhaustive ex- 
amination. He decided that about 
cent of the fruit trees were either dead or 
dying. 

On the orchard of Mr. Mathews, owing to 
its location and the lay of the land, the loss 
was not so heavy. 

In the orchards of Mr. Westbrooks about 
75 per cent was the average loss. 

Notwithstanding this heavy loss the fruit 
raisers are disposed to still ‘‘keep up the 
good work’’ and are much encouraged by 
the interest shown by the department of ag- 
riculture and the entomologist. 

Those whose orchards have been destroy- 
ed by the severe freezes last winter will 
replant as fast as possible, and the acreage 
will be greatly increased.

TO SEA GIRT AGAIN 
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Savannah Will Send a Team fo the Rifle 
Range This: Year. 


CRACK SHOTS ARE BOOKING 


Trophies Now in the Volunteer Arm- 
ory Liable To Be Forfeited. 


MEMBERS OF OLD CROWD ENTHUSIASTIC 


Keen-Eyed and Steady-Nerved Men 
of the Empire State Will Enter 
the Contest To Win. 


Savannah, Ga., May 10.—(Specia!.)--The 
war with Spain interfered so seriously 
with the international rifle contests at Sea 
Girt, N. J., last. September, that in effect 
they were practically declared off. All of 
Georgia’s material, with few exceptions, 
went into the Georgia regiment that en- 
listed for the war, and it was therefore im- 
possible for Georgia to have representa- 
tion. 

But as the holder of the most valuable 
prizes and trophies which are «annually 
contested for at Sea Girt, Ga., must this 
year go in and defend her title. Georgia 
men won seventeen out of twenty-two 
prizes and trophies in the contests at Sea 
Girt in 1897, and among these are the fam- 
ous Hilton trophy,the “‘Soldier of Marathon” 
which is the regimental match trophy, and 
the Wimbledon cup, which was taken by 
Colonel George T. Cann, Georgia's inspec- 
tor general of rifle practice. Georgia must 
win these trophies again this year or give 
them up. All of them are now in the 
Guard's armory here on exhibition. 

Realizing the struggle before them, 
Savannah men who take deep interest in 
the Sea Girt matches, and to whom tie 
credit for winning the trophies is due, have 
wot together, and have about dcterm- 
ined that they will send a team to Sea 
Girt this year to represent Georgia, what- 
ever it may cost. A meeting of the old 
team members has been called for Satur- 
day night of this week, when it will be 
definitely determined what will be done. 

It may be said, however, that there is 
no doubt that Georgia will be represented 
at Sea Girt. Conversation with several of 
the members of the 1897 team, who will still 
be On the list, shows conclusively that the 
spirit of enthusiasm is still with the boys, 
and they are going to move heaven and

Some recent changes in the rules govern- 
ing the contest put Georgia on the same 
footing with teams from alJl other states, 
and the men believe they can go in and win 
as many if not more prizes than they took 
in 1897, If they do, it will have to be a

Within the next two or three weeks there 
will be one of the largest auction sales of 
stock here that has ever been Known in 
this section of the state.

Two 
or three old mortars have also been brought 
to Savannah and sent to inland towns 
which put in applications for them some 
months ago. Savannah is a little late in 
putting in her application, but the hope 
is expressed that there is yet a chance for 
her to secure some of these old war relics.

PHYSICAL WRECK 


Chief Slaughter Says He Had Nothing To 
Do with the Parden.

APPROVES BOARD’S ACTION 


Says He Thinks Owens Had Suffered 
Enough for the Offense. 
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THE PARDON HAD CAUSED MUCH COMMENT 


Detective Hewitt Says He Only Stated 
\ to the Board What He Knew 
of the Case. 


Captain Slaughter, of the city detective 
bureau, said last night that he had heard 
of no effort from any official source to 
connect him or ‘any of his defectives with 
the pardon of Horace Owens, the man 
who had been sent to the county chaingang 
for eighteen months for gaming and selling 
Whisky without a license, 

The captain was asked if the rumor that 
he had been instrumental] in securing Ow- 
éns's pardon was true, and he replied: 

“Tl had nothing to do with it. I will say 
this: If I had been requested to testify 
before the pardon board I would have said 
that I believed Owens nad suffered enough 
for what he had done. We officers of the 
lew get enough abuse for our supposed 
hard-heartedness in making arrests, and Il 
think if any of us should at any time be- 
lieve that some fellow who js a physical 
wreck had suffered enough for the crime 
of which he was convicted by us and shouid 
do what we could to get him released, we 
ought to get praise and not censure for 
the act. Judges, solicitors and jurors have 
often recommended the pardop of evea 
murderers. I say this much to show that 
if we had testified in Owens’s behalf we 
would have done nothing more than a sim- 
ple act of mercy, for he is a physical wreck, 
suffering, as the physicians state, with con- 
sumption, heart failure and other worse dis- 
eases. He was only an expense to the coun- 
ty and had served as a convict five months, 
but still I say emphatically that I had 
nothing to do with his pardon.” 

Detective Hewitt went before the pardon 
board when Owens’s case was up for con- 
sideration, and he states that he told the 
board of Owens’s arrest and of what the 
evidence had been against him. 

“T was ordered by Chief Manly and Cap- 
tain Slaughter,’’ said Detective Hewitt last 
night, “to prosecute Owens to a finish, and 
I did so. I saw that he got all that the 
law would give him. Lately I was asked 
by Judge Dorsey to go before the pardon 
board and state all I knew about the Ow- 
ens case, and I d@id so, under the instruc- 
tions of Captain Slaughter. I stated noth- 
ing but facts and was not before the board 
as a suppliant for the prisoner.” 

Horace Owens had served five months of 
his term when he was pardoned two days 
azo. The county physician had stated that 
he was a physical wreck, and the convict 
guard had told the board that he could not 
do the work required of the convicts. 

Owens has had a career in the city. He 
had been connected with blind tigers and 
gambling rooms and was arrested more 
than once. He had about run to the end of 
his row when he was arrested the last time 
and convicted. He is now a wreck physical- 
ly and has been a 6ufferer for years. 

The city detectives say they believe he 
ought to have been pardoned, although they 
had nothing to do with securing the par- 
don.

“We had but to remember that 
South Carolina was the nursery of he- 
roes, aS well as of statesmen and of 
patriots—that no one state, except that 
she be endowed with an almost bound- 
less affluence of greatness, could in 
one century have given to the cause 
of liberty and the republic such a 
splendid galaxy as South Carolina pre- 
sents in her Rutledge, her Sumter, her 
Moultrie, her Middleton and her Ma- 
rion; in her Butler, her Pinckney and 
her Pickens; in her McDuffie and her 
Calboun; in her Hamilton, her Hayne 
and her beloved Hampton. 


If we turn from this incomplete array

Grizzled Veterans in Parade. 

The parade occurred this afternoon, and 
the veterans marched through a dense 
crowd of cheering people. Led by Generals 
Gordon and Wade Hampton, a long line of 
the grizzled men who had followed these 
leaders and the other captains of the con- 
federate armies through four years of hard- 
ship and battle, marched sturdily under 
the blazing sun to the spiriting strains of 
**Dixie,’’ the ‘‘Bonnie Blue Flag’’ and the 
irrelevant, but irrepressible, “There'll 
Be a Hot Time in the Old Town Tonight.” 

At intervals along the line the fluttering 
of a war-worn and shot-torn battle flag 
called forth cheers, while many heads were 
bared as the frayed emblems of a dead 
cause gleamed over some organization 
whose name is a household word to the 
south. 

Here and there a camp appeared in the 
gray jeans uniform, black slouch hats and 
carrying muskets of the old pattern and 
all the war paraphernalia of “Sixty One.” 

Here again Hampton and Gordon were 
cheered vociferously at every step, and 
rode almost the entire route with bared 
heads. The absence of General Wheeler in 
the line was a source of considerable dis- 
appointment. He reached the city early to- 
day, but did not participate in the parade. 

he Georgia delegation made quite 
a feature of the parade and the Geor- 
gia colonels, with Governor Candler at 
their head, were loudly cheered all 
along the line of march. 

The Georgia party is one of the 
largest at the reunion, and all the 
Georgians here feel proud of their gov- 
ernor and his staff. 

The Georgians are noticeable every- 
where in their uniforms and they have 
done much toward entertaining the 
various sponsors. 

Colonel Phil Byrd, ghief of Governor 
Candler’s staff, has had charge of the 
Georgia party, and his efforts in behalf 
of their comfort and pleasure are never 
ceasing. 

5,000 Persons in Line. 

Including the kindred organizations and 
distinguished guests and cammittees, there 
were probably 5,000 persons in the line, 
probably 3,000 of them Veterans, The parade 
avas led by General C. 1. Walker and staff, 
followed by the escort composed of the lo- 
cal military companies, cadets and the na- 
val reserves.

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Prospective Value of the Mudshack. 

It is not uninteresting to surmise what 
would be the effect on the state's prop- 
erty, now occupied by the mudshack in- 
to which the traveling public is dumped, 
should the railroads that are now heavi- 
ly taxed for the privilege of entering that 
filthy precinct decide to withdraw. and 
build a commodious passenger station 
on their own property. 

If anything is plain it is the fact that 
these roads will not long continue to 
pay for the privilege of subjecting those 
who patronize them to the discomforts 
that are rampant and riotous in the mud- 
shack—to the dirt and filth and vile 
smelis that have their headquarters 
there. If the roads had continued un- 
der the old managements, the probabil- 
ity is that they would continue to sub- 
mit to the exactions of heavy rentals 
to the bitter end. But. things have 
changed; new men and new methods 
have come to the front; the managers 
who have stepped into the shoes of the 
old ones have been taught in a different 
school; and it is a very good thing for 
the public that this is so, for it means 
that the patrons and customers of the 
road have as guarantees of good faith 
the restless energy and enterprise of 
men whose desire it is to attract the 
support of the public by deserving it. 

We have no hesitation in saying, there- 
fore, that those roads which are com- 
pelled to pay tribute for discommoding 
their patrons will not long submit to the 
results, not of their environment, but 
of their inveiglement. They have here- 
tofore deemed it a privilege worth pay- 
ing for to get into the mudshack ‘with 
their passenger trains. This is because 
the mudshack is in a central! position, 
convenient to the hotels, and because it 
has been the custom for railway passen- 
gerg to be carried tothat point. But the 
time will soon come when the managers 
of these roads will find that the tax 
they are now compelled to pay is an 
unnecessary One—when they will fina 
that they can actually save money and 
please the traveling public by wuilaing 
a depot of their own on their own prop- 
erty. 

‘The desire on the part of a great many, 
including The Constitution, to see a new 
and commodious passenger station erect- 
ed on the site of the present mudshack 
is purely sentimental. In Atlanta, with 
its varied methods of transportation, a 
passenger station at the foot of Ala- 
bama, or between Alabama and Mitch- 
ell, would be just as central and just 
as convenient as fhe present mudshack 
is; and, indeed, that site presents ad- 
vantages that no railway manager, build- 
ing for the future, can afford to overlook. 
The reason these managers are willing 
to contribute to the building of a new 
station over the remains of the mud- 
shack is because they think the pres- 
ent site is approved by the public. 

‘As a matter of fact, however, the pub- 
lic is not nice about sites so long as its 
comfort and convenience are provided 
for. and a station anywhere within a 
radius of ten blocks from the mudshack 
would be just as convenient and just as 
central, so far as the traveling public is 
concerned, as the present one. It seems 
pretty clear, too, that while the roads 
which are paying heavy rentals for a 
privilege that has degenerated into a 
nuisance are willing to contribute to 
the erection of a new station on the pres- 
ent site, they feel that they could put 
the same amount of money to a far bet- 
ter use by building a station where there 
is plenty of room to provide for the fu- 
ture. 

This question of room is a very im- 
portant consideration. A few years ago, 
the present mudshack was regarded as 
quite a commodious affair. But since 
Atlanta has grown and become more im- 
portant, the mudshack has become an 
offense to the eye and nose of all who 
have occasion to seek its dismal shelt- 
er, and some of the roads that pay 
roundly for the privilege of entering its 
gloom are compelled to make up their 
trains outside. They are paying for a 
privilege which they are not permitted 
to enjoy, if we may use such a word 
in connection with the mudshack. 

We call the attention of the railroad 
commission and the special legislative 
commission to the fact «hat this whole 
question is where it was when the legis- 
lature adjourned. There has been no 
progress whatever. The problem, if it 
can be called such, is no nearer a solu- 
tion. When the legislature was asked 
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to take definite action in regard to the 
matter, the reply Was that the members 
were practically in the dark and could 
do nothing until they had more light. So 
they appointed a special commission to 
represent the state. As matterg stand, 
however, the whole business is practical- 
ly where it was at first, with this ex- 
ception, that the state’s property is in 
greater danger of edecreasing in value 
than it was when the legislature ad- 
journed. 

Let it not be supposed that, when 
the roads which are now paying for 
doubtful accommodations in the mud- 
shack conclude to withdraw and build 
a passenger station of their own, the 
mudshack will still be used as a station. 
The managers of the state road, in or- 
der to save their passenger business, 
will be compelled to go with the other 
roads, and the state will have on its 
hands a wreck beautiful to behold. This 
is the outlook now. The idea that the 
intelligence and energy ‘of the railroad 
managers will long submit to the pres- 
ent state of thines is absurd. Public 
opinion will not permit them to; thelr 
own views of what is Just and reason- 
able will not allow them to continue to 
pay out indefinitely large sums for 
privileges that have degenerated into 
nuisances. Such an outlay will be re- 
sented by their stockholders even if the 
managers should find it comfortable to 
continue it. 

What, then, do those who represent 
the state’s interests in the mudshack 
propose to do about it? Thus far they 
have done nothing, and nothing has 
happened to enlighten the legislature 
on the subject. Unless some further 
action is taken, or some further move- 
ment is made by those who represent 
the state, the legislature, when it meets 
in October, will have no more light on 
the subject than it did when it met last 
year. There are, of course, more im- 
portant questions than this; neverthe- 
less. it has its own importance, or the 
legislature would never have appointed 
a special commission to deal with it. 
Thus far the status of the matter is 
precisely what it was when the legisla- 
ture adjourned. 

The idea, or the belief, that the ques- 
tion of improved facilities and accommo- 
dations for railway passengers arriving 
and departing from Atlanta is to be 
left where it is, is preposterous. The 
growth of the city, leaving out all 
other factors, with the constantly in- 
creasing pressure and demand, will at 
last compel the roads that pay to enter 
the mudshack to move; but their own in- 
terests will compel them long before, 
and then the value of the state's proper- 
ty will be seriously impaired. 


The Strength of Prejudice. 

Perhaps the strength of prejudice was 
never more strongly illustrated than in 
the persistent war which a certain class 
makes upon vaccination. 

They are blind to the fact that as vac- 
cination has become general the scourge 
of smallpox has receded, and that it is 
among those who have not been vacci- 
nated that the disease always breaks 
out. We do not need to leave the state 
of Georgia, for instance, to find that 
every appearance of the plague origi- 
nates with the class which is most bit- 
terly opposed to the antidote. What 
matters to them the relative history of 
disease and remedy, or the right of those 
who have taken precaution against dis- 
ease so long as there is a hobby to ag!i- 
tate, or an occasional case of blood de- 
velopment to expatiate upon? Turn the 
state over to those people, and instead of 
a sporadic case of smallpox it would 
become once more as general as it form 
erlv was. 

Even in England, whose lazar-houses 
have been allowed to fall to ruins 
through the work of Dr. Jenner, parlia- 
ment has made the mistake of bending 
before antiquated prejudice, and in some 
instances has made vaccination volun- 
tary, without, at the same time, making 
those who claim exemption responsible 
for the development of the dread dis- 
ease in their midst. 

Mothing but an enlightened public 
sentiment and-«a firm attitude upon the 
part of those interested in the publie 
health will be sufficient to meet the wild 
shrieks of agitators. 


The Eastern Ayitators. 

According to the presumptions of some 
of the republican brethren of the east 
(and of the west, too, for that matter) 
the democratic party, or, at least, the 
leading democrats, should sympathize 
heartily with the sort of campaigning 
Which Mr. Edward Atkinson and his 
anti-imperialistic confreres and compan- 
ions are indulging in. Such is the in- 
timation that we have seen in the ¢ol- 
umns of more than one esteemed con- 
temporary. 

Well, let us get at the true. inward- 
ness of the suggestion. Are we to set- 
tle the questions of imperialism and ex- 
pansion at the polls in this country, or 
in the tropical forests of the Philippines? 
Mr. Atkinson and his coparcenerg have 
an idea that these matters are to be 
settled in the Philippines, and, conse- 
quently, he and they have been dispatch- 
ing laborious protests and arguments 
to the officers and men who are now en- 
gaged in carrying on a war against the 
Filipinos as the result of a night attack 
on our soldiers. 

Now, it goes without saying, as the 
phrase is, that Mr. Atkinson and those 
who are acting with him (we refer to 
him by name only because he has made 
himself conspicuous in the matter) are 
republicans. ‘They are republicans be- 
cause, however deeply democrats may 
feel on this question of conquest and 
expansion in foreign parts, no consider- 
ations could induce them to throw ob- 
stacles in the way of a campaign whick, 
in the nature of things, must be ¢ar- 
ried out to a definite conclusion. To 
this we may add the statement that 
nothing could induce leading democrats 
to ferment bickerings and discontent 
among the troops at the front. 

We daresay that Mr. Bryan and other 
democratic leaders feel just as deeply 
on this question of conquest as the re- 
publican agitators, and they cah certain- 
ly give a better reason for their feelings 
than we have seen from either the Bos- 
ton or Chicago agitators; but they know 
that nothing is to be gained by address- 
ing arguments and addresses to the offi- 
cers and men in the field. Therefore, 
when these republican agitators finda 
their precious documents cornered in San 
Francisco and lifted out of the mails, 
they will turn in vain to the democrats 
for sympathy in behalf of so-called 
“freedom of speech,” and “sanctity of 
the mails.” Let the agitators turn to 
thelr own party and their own admin- 
istration for redress. 

No sensible or patriotic person wants 
to be free to breed discontent among 
our troops or to scatter discord under 
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troops are having a hard enough time as 
itis. We have criticised the admin- 
istration for not defining its policy and 
presenting it to the conservative Fili- 
pinos before the outbreak occurred, but 
we very capitally doubt whether any dec- 
laration, however definite, would huve 
prevented Aguinaldo from falling into 
the folly that hag characterized his re- 
cent action. 

Democrats are not deceived by the 
fury of the agitators. If their zeal 
against the republican programme were 
based on-principle and conviction, they 
would lose no time in announcing their 
departure from the republican party. 
They would become democrats, and the 
conversion would -have a sobering and 
subduing effect on them. But they will 
do no such thing. ‘They will fight the 
republican programme tooth and toe- 
nail unti] they have an opportunity to 
show their opposition at the polls, and 
then they will support it. They will 
support it, and piously remark that it is 
better that the republican party should 
destroy our institutions than that the 
democrats should be responsible for 
their preservation. We have watched 
the antics of these agitators for some 
years, and this is invariably the upshot 
of their agitation. 

The question of conquest and expan- 
sion in foreign parts is one to be settled 
in this country by the voters, and no 
democrat has any sympathy with efforts 
to dishearten our troops or to sow dis- 
affection among the officers. Candidly, 
we do not believe that the Atkinson 
pamphlets are any more dangerous than 
blank cartridges, but the intention in 
mailing them to the Philippines was to 
discourage and dishearten. 
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There Is but One Remedy. 

Dr. R G. Witherspoon, of Anderson, 
S. C., has made a response to the ques- 
tion asked by The Interior, a Presbyte- 
rian periodical published at Chfcago, 
“What is the significance of this general 
outbreak of bloodshed?’’ meaning the 
Ivnchings that occur at the south. Dr. 
Witherspoon has evidently given the 
matter some thought, and, as physician 
to a large convict camp, has. been 
brought in contact with the criminal 
classes among the negroes. The first 
trouble he finds is that “there ig a 
general outbreak of crime,” and, though 
the laws are first-class, the process of 
executing them ig slow, “and often jus- 
tice is cheated by sworn lies, especially 
so with the colored man, who thinks he 
is justified in swearing to any number 
of lies to protect one of his race from 
punishment.” 

As to the convict cumps, Dr. Wither- 
spoon finds “no before-the-war negroes 
in prison, but all the convicts are young 
men, and nearly all of them have good 
education and write good hands.” They 
are “in for forgery of school claims, 
raised checks, and for murder, killing 
their friends at hot suppers, for mur- 
dering their children by whipping, for 
living in adultery, and for house break- 
ing, etc. 

Dr. Witherspoon’s remedy is to send 
missionaries among these people to 
preach against crime, ang he puts the 
suggestion in this shape: 

The north supplied an army of carpet- 
baggers to come south after the war. polit- 
ical adventurers, school teachers and some 
wearing the sacred cloth of the minister 
of God. They all came to steal, they ar- 
rayed the negro against the whites by ev- 
ery means Known, and pandemonium reign- 
ed. In the ten years that thev pclluted 
the south, seeds were sown of discord that 
it will take generations to obliterate. Now, 
if the north would send an army of Chris- 
tian men and women south to. preach 
against crime, it would Le of immense ben- 
efit to the negro. 


The trouble about this remedy is that 
an army of Christian men sent to the 
south to preach to the negroes against 
crime would probably begin and end 
their mission by denouncing the south- 
ern whites ag criminals and their poli- 
tics as acrime. It is almost impossible 
to get together any large number of 
Christian men at the north whose ideas 
have not been warped by the political 
editors and orators. The great trouble 
is that these Christians in their news- 
papers and elsewhere have almost uni- 
formly taught the negroes to regard the 
southern whites as their deadly enemies. 
We make the statement not by way of 
criticism and complaint, but simply as 
a fact to be taken into consideration 
when such a remedy as Dr. Wither- 
spoon’s is suggested. 

The carpet-baggers were dishonest, of 
course, but their politics were taken 
from the republicans and their career 
(always excepting their dishonesty) 
Wag based on doctrines that they had 
been taught to believe, or which they 
made a pretense of believing. 

The remedy, as we have always in- 
sisted, is the negroes themselves—with 
that large class of colored men who are 
striving to better themselves in all ways 
and in every direction. It is for this 
class to take hold of the matter in earn- 
est, and to lead their race aright. It 
is for this class to throw aside all silly 
sentiment about race or color. A crime 
is a crime, no matter whether it is com- 
mitted by a white man or a negro, and 
it should be punished irrespective of 
color. It is absolutely necessary that 
the better class of negroes should in- 
terest themselves more energetically in 
aiding to bring to punishment the crim- 
inals of their own race. When negroes 
see and feel and understand that the 
whole respectable body of their race 
will be offended at any crime they may 
commit, they will betray a restriction 
in adventures of that kind which chey 
do not now feel. 

In short, when a negro contemplating 
crime understands that he will be hound- 
ed down and handed over to justice by 
his own color, as the whites hound down 
and hand over criminals of their color, 
a prompt end will be put to lynchiigs 
for the reason that the crimes which 
are held up to justify lynching will 
cease. Those who vyerpetuate these 
crimes will know that it meang death, 
if their own race, instead of harboring 
them or aiding them forward in their 
escape, hastens to hand them over to 
justice. 

‘And if there is not an active body of 
law-abiding and crime-hating persons 
among the negroes in this day and time, 
then the whole case is a hopeless one, 
and the editors north and south might 
just as well drop the matter and per- 
mit the conditions that now prevail to 
continue indefinitely.

STORY OF THE RAILWAY 


FROM MACON TO FORSYTH 


Some time in the early part of the present 
century Mrs, Griffin, a widow with several 
children, moved from South Carolina to 
Georgia and settled in Twiggs county. 

One of the boys, Lewis Lawrence Griffin, 
was then nearly grown. He started in bus- 
iness @8 a coyntry merchant, and in a short 
time moved to Forsyth, in Monroe county, 
where he built up a profitable trade. He 
accumulated property and his ‘‘Liberty 
Hall” home was-a very popular resort. He 
married the young sister of Judge Thomas 
W. Harris, and later in life the couple 
moved to Macon, where Griffin, who had 
risen by that time to the rank of general, 
after this valiant service in various Indian 
wars, carried on the commission business 
very successfully for several years. 

Retiring from commercial pursuits, he 
concelved the idea of pbuilding a railway 
from (Macon into the northern section of the 
state. At that time the hilly and moun- 
tainous region of Georgia was inhabited by 
small farmers and miners, and the only 
means of communication with the middle 
and southern part of Georgia was by the 
wagons and oxearts which hauled cotton 
and other products to market and carried 
back merchandise from Macon, Augusta 
and Savannah, 


seneral Griffin's niece, Mrs. Rebecca Har- 
ris Strong, of West Point, Miss., a bright 
and charming old lady, distinctly remem- 
bers the primitive life ef those days and 
her reminiscences are delightfully entertain- 
ing. 

How to open and develop north Georgia 
was the problem which occupied the gen- 
eral’s mind, He saw the wonderful possi- 
bilities of that region and was firmly con- 
vinced that with better facilities for travel 
and traffic it would attract settlers, and 
he predicted that among its red hills would 
rise the largest and most progressive of all 
the southern cities—the gateway between 
the west and the south Atlantic states. Be- 
fore he died his prophesy was fulfilled. 

After spending many months in discussing 
the matter in several counties, he persuaded 
a number of prominent citizens to jgin him 
in his.scheme of building a railway from 
Macon to Forsyth. He was ready to risk 
his large fortune in the enterprise, and this 
fact, added to his eloquent and convincing 
appeals, stimulated the public spirit of oth- 
ers, and the result was the organization of 
the Monroe Railroad and Banking “om- 
pany, With the parent bank in Macon and 
one in Forsyth, This was in the year 1836, 
Mrs. Strong thinks, or about that tims, 


General Griffin risked every dollar of nis 
capital in the enterprise and his devoted 
friends followed his example. 

The crisp bills issued by the new bank 
were eagerly welcormned by the people who 
were tired of the heavy silver dollars, the 
only money then in circulation in that 
section, and the proposed road was survey- 
ed to Forsyth and contracts for its con- 
struction were entered into. 

Many Irish laborers were employed in 
the work and numerous fights took place 
between them and the wagoners from the 
upper counties who were aided by some 
of the farmers along the route, who were 
bitterly opposed to the new road. In one 
of these encounters an Irishman was killed, 
and his lonely grave on a hillside was 
marked by a rude wooden cross. 

The money issued by the bank gave a 
powerful impetus to trade and an era of 
flush times followed. The work on the 
road progressed rapidly, but the failure to 
receive the iron rails in time caused Gen- 
eral Griffin to try solid oak as a substitute. 

One fine day in 1839 the road was ready 
for the first train from Macon to Forsyth, 
and a grand banquet was tendered in «he 
latter town to the directors and officers. 

At the appointed time crowds of citizens 
and country people, many of whom had 
never seen a locomotive, collected at ihe 
Forsyth depot and waited anxiously for the 
appearance of the train. Suddenly a roar- 
ing sound was heard, a cloud of smoke was 
seen in the distance and the locomotive 
rushed up, puffing and shrieking. 

Hundreds of people fied in a panic. Sev- 
eral fainted and one respectable old mer- 
chant ran a mile through the sloppy mud 
and finally fell utterly exhausted and un- 
conscious. 

The officers and their guests were enter- 
tained in grand style at the banquet, but 
only ane lady passenger, Mrs. Griffin, came 
on the train. Colonel Ben Harris, the fa- 
ther of Mrs. Strong, acted as toastmaster, 
In the atternoon the party returned to 
Macon, accompanied by Mrs, Strong, who 
Was then a little girl of seven. She was 
the second female whbd had the honor of 
traveling over the road, 

There were big demonstrations at both 
ends of the line. The building of the road 
Was regarded as a wonderful undertaking, 
because at that time there were no gvyndi- 
cates to push euch enterprises and furnish 
large amounts of money forthem. Natural- 
ly the publie spirit and energy of Griffin 
and his associates Were highly appreciated, 

Forsyth remained the terminus of the 
road for sometime and enjoyed remarxable 
prosperity. The road -was pushed on to 
other points, and the general, believing that 
he had found a site for a future city, bougnt 
a tract of land and presented it to tne 
company, Which loyally gave ‘his name to 
what is now the flourishing city of Gritln. 

In after years a citizen of that place wrote 
to the general, asking him to come there 
cn a Visit, saying that ‘‘Romulus returning 
to Rome would not be mere honored,’ but 
Griffin declined to go, remembering the 
hitter days which had tollowed those made 
brilliant by success, 

For a time fortune smiled upon the enter- 
prise, but when the road was pushed inany 
miles northward the heavy outlay required 
for construction and rolling stock end cth- 
er expenses began to be severly felt. Debts 
fel] due in New York and in Lonaon, and 
the Monroe bank felt the strain. The notes 
of the bank were secured by the property 
of General Griffin and dis friends, but the 
time came when Griffin had to morigage his 
home and his carriage and horses. 

A period of dull times came and many 
people who had before gladly accepted the 
bank's notes began to call them “‘s)in- 
plasters’ and clamor for silver, 

Learning that there “would be a run on 
the bank, Griffin borrowed several thuus- 
and dolla*s in silver from a Charleston 
bank, promising not to use it, pledging a:s 
word of honor to return the identical money 
if he saw that he could not save nis vwn 
bank. <A, H. Chappell and Jerry Leake 
went to Charleston for the silver and 
brought it safely to Macon, where it was 
placed in the bank vault and the announc¢ce- 
ment was made that a sucqgssful loan had 
been negotiated. 

The bank tided over the expected crisis 
and confidence Was restored. 

But an unfortunate incident occurred 
which brought disaster upon General Gniif- 
fin. At the request of Judge Harris, of 
Mississippi, he made arrangements to send 
sume of his wife’s house servants to lim, 
They were not 6ubject to any of Grillin’s 
Gebts,and were a portion of the inheritance 
of Harris’s wife from her grandtather, go- 
ing to her and her dhildren, if Mrs. Griftin 
had no children, 

This was misunderstood by some pcuople, 
and when the wagons with the negroes 
were ready to start from Forsyth to Mis- 
sissippi, fifty armed men rode up with an 
officer and a warrant for the arrest and 
detention of Griffin, the negroes, the wa- 
gons and their loads, 

Griffin was furious, and he lost his head 
vhen he learned that he was suspecicd of 
attempting to run off his mortgaged prop- 
erty and the silver borrowed irom the 
Charleston bank, 

The general, with the wagons and ne- 
groes, had to go with the mob to the court- 
house square in Forsyth. 

The armed men then searched everything 
in the wagons, and found, to their disap- 
pointment, that there was no silver. They 
threatened the old general, but finally al- 
lowed him to go to a friend’s house, where 


| he was guarded by ten men all night, to 


the terror and mortification of his wife, who 
was with him. 

Late the following day the  general’s 
friends arrived, and Colonel Ben Harris, 
with a drawn pistol, found the rufflans 
still on the scene to reload the wagons, 
The negroes were collected again, the mules 
were hitched, and after spending the night 
on Mr. Brooke's farm, the general the next 
day began to make arrangemenis to leavé 
the state forever. He first returned the 
borrowed kegs of silver to the Charleston 
bank, with their seals unbroken. Ile gave 
up his property, and the Monroe bank col- 
lapsed, ruining many of the general's best 
friends, who remained loyal to him, know- 
ing that he was the greatest sufferer. 

Griffin spent his last years in Mississippi 
and Alabama, where he was generally lured 
and respected. He married a second time, 
his wife being a Miss Daniels, of A*hens, 
By this marriage he had two daughters, 
who grew into charming women, 


-— 


He accumulated a second fortune, and 
after losing heavily by the war, he still had 
a handsome compctency left. 

In 1888 his death occurred as the result 
of the reopening of an old wound received 
in the Florida war. 

General Griffin was an ideal Georgia gen- 
tleman of the old school, brave as a licn, 
tender as a woman and the eoul of honor. 

The story of his career, as related by 
Mrs, Strong, is full of fascinating interest, 
and even this bricf outline will doubtless 
recall many thrilling memories io the vld- 
timers who read it.

LADY BABBIE AS JULIET. 


The btage has a new Juliet. No dramatic 
event in years has been so eagerly looked 
forward to, none has excited so great in- 
terest, as the first appearance of Miss 
Maude Adams as Shakespeare’s heroine. 
The successful runs of three popular pro- 
ductions were cut short to provide for her 
appearance under the most favorable aus- 
pices. Her own season of ‘‘The Little Min- 
ister’’ was, of course, closed, in order to 
give her the services of Mr. Hackett as 
Mercutio; “Rupert of Hentzau,” which has 
the Lyceum, wis shut 
down that she might have Mr. 
Faversham as Romeo, and that 
she might make the production 
at the Empire, the career of ‘‘Lord and Lady 
Algy"’’ was breught to an early end. Cer- 
tainly manager never did more for player. 

Monday night witnessed the first appear- 
ance of the charming Lady Babbie turned 
Juliet, Such an audience has seldom been 
gathered together. For weeks people had 
been fighting to secure seats, and critical 
New Work, as well as friendly New York, 
was there in force. The appearance of a 
new Juliet-is an event in itself; when the 
newcomer is a woman like Maude Adams— 
but, of course, there is none other like her 
own charming self—then ts it meet that 
everybody who could be there should be on 
hand who could Ly any possibility be there.

ADAMS. 


The Herald, of course, says nothing. The 
Herald never does say anything in its dra- 
matic columns. First the office poy and 
then the janitor writes the “criticisms,” 
evidently under careful instructions from 
Paris to say nothing. The Herald jn this 
case is characteristic and consistent. Here 
is its notice of the performance: 

“If friendly demonstrations of this kind 
were proof of histrionic greatness and a 
gauge of the real value of the Juliet of the 
evening, then Miss Adams is the greatest 
oxpanent of the role that New York has 

n, 

"My friend on the jeft, who admires Miss 
Adams’s Lady Babbie and has been so won 
by it that he is quite eriamored of every- 
thing she may do, tells me that she is 
€éreat, immense, charming, delightful; the 
Sweetest and most girlish Juliet he has ever 
seen.’ My friend on the right, who is an 
old stager, a cosmopolitan first nighter, one 
who has a memory that recalls all the great 
Juliets of a decade or so. admits that she is 
a sweet and girlish heroine, but— And he 
draws comparisons that perhaps are not al- 
together agreeable to my friend on the left. 

“But the ‘house seemed to enjoy it all, for 
they had Miss Adams out ever so many 
times, and they called as well for Faver- 
Sham and Hackett and Frohman and Willie 
Seymour and pretty neariy every one con- 
cerned in the performance before the final 
curtain fell.’’ 

Of course, The Herald supplements this 
by devoting considerable space to a list of 
‘those who were there,’’ but that is all. 

Alan Dale, as usual, expresses his views 
in good virile English, and his reviews of 
the performance in The Journal is perhaps 
the most compensating of them all. In the 
course of it he says: 

“Miss Adams was young and—in her in- 
eenuousness at any rate—sublime. There 
Was no suggestion of stupidity in anything 
that she did. In the balcony scene she was 
a captivating little siren, impelled by her 
sudden acquaintance with love to lure her 
gallant to the altar. It was a regular, un- 
broken and consistent notion, and it was, I 
think I may say, quite new to the 
Stage. * * ® 

“There will be many who will repine at 
Miss Adams’s performance. There was not 
the symptom of a tradition in anything that 
she did. She played Juliet as she played 
Lady Babbie, with a pretty, purring, Mal- 
tese-kitteny little way, and never did 
Shakespeare sound less like a classic. 
Shakespearolaters will tell you—and tell you 
truly—that the qaint terms and quips of 
Elizabethan English were grotesque at 
times as uttered by little Miss Adams. 
But that yvoune lady with ideas of her own, 
instead of somebody else’s, persisted in mak- 
ing Juliet pout, like the silly little lovesick 
thing that she undoubtedly was. * bd 

“Great? Never for a moment. Reverent? 
Not in the least. But when you come to 
think of it, why should the idea of a girl 
in her early teens. kissed into instant love 
by a bold knight, be forever associated with 
spectacular ‘greatness’ and the traditions 
of the British Museum? Why should a 
kidlet. dancing at her mother’s ‘small and 
early,’ develop in a few days into a ranting 
tigress just because she drinks a_ potion 
for the sake of the man she loves?” 


It was to be expected that Willy Winter 
wculd be doleful. The fact that any woman 
should dare defy the traditions which he 
has so fondly worshiped all his life and of 
which it migiht be said he is one, was calcu- 
lated to fill his sou] with anguish. He has a 
column of lamentations in The Tribune, in 
the course of which he laments in this 
fashion: , 

“The repose of Shakespeare is once more 
troubled. A production of ‘Romeo and Ju- 
liet’ was made last night at the Empire 
theater—Miss Maude Adams presenting her- 
self as Juliet and Mr. William saversham 
appearing as Romeo—and the proceedings 
were observed with varying emotions by an 
eager and susceptible multitude. They were 
sad proceedings, and it is not easy to com- 
prehend either the motive that prompted 
them or the purpose that they were expect- 
ed to serve. * * ® 

To take Mr, Faversham, Miss Adams and 
Mr. Hackett out of the ordinary plays of 
the day and suadenly to launch them into 
Shakespeare was to subject them to a test 
anda strain that nobody familiar with their 
talents and with Shakespemmrian require- 
ments could have expected them to endure. 
None of them are imaginative: nore of 
them have shown reserves of deep tee'ing; 
none of them have been accusimined to 
speak blank verse. Miss Adains, a deli- 
cate, seemingly fragile and febrile person, 
in the potion scene of Juliet, might be ex- 
pected to supply a mild specimen of hvs- 
t¢erics. That was feasible, and tnat wae af- 
forded. The individual charm of girllike 
sincerity which is pecullar to Miss Adaiwns 
swayed her performance of Juliet with a 
winning softness, eliciting sympathy and 
inspiring Kindness.. Beyond that there was 
nothing. Many schooigiris, with a little 
rractice, would play the part just as well— 
and would be just as little like it. * * « A bal- 
cony scene without passion, a nartine scene 
without the delirium of erief ana a potion 
scene without power—those were the prod- 
ucts of Miss Adams's dramatic art. 


Leander HKichardson, who Sees things 
throvgh the good, honest eyes of a good, 
husky American, and whose reviews of 
stage matters have made The Telegraph 
read from one end of Marhattar island to 
the other, “and then some,” says: “* 
The tende, receptive maiden that Shake- 
epeare drew, with the addition that though 
she voiced the lines of the past, she throb- 
bed with the feeling, the impulses and the 
agitations of the present.

CITY DECLINES 10 ACCEPT OFFER 


Later the City Bridged Forsyth Street 
at Its Own Expense—V. H. Krieg- 
shaber Recalls Some Inter- 
esting History of Pre- 
vious Offers. 


Some membec€s of the city council are 
reported to be of the opinion that the 
railroads and the state’s special commis- 
sion ought to reach a definite agreement 
about the lease of the Atlanta passenger 
terminal before the city binds itself to 
anything. 

At last week's conference between the 
roads and the legislative commission, it 
was announced by the general 
that the state could close the Pryor street 


attorney 


crossing if it chose to do so, but there 
was no understanding as to what the com- 
mission would advise in regard to an ex- 
tension of the lease. 

It {s certain that the roads will not 
erect an expensive building on the state’s 
property if the station is to revert to the 
state of Georgia at the expiration of the 
present lease, which has but twenty-one 
years to run. 

So if the state should decline to extend 
the lease of the terminal ground, there 
would be no improvement, except a tem- 
porary one, on the state’s property. 

This situation makes it incumbent upon 
‘the legislative commission, in the opinion 
of many, to take some active steps to- 
ward co-operating with the roads in a 
reasonable, business manner, so that the 
{mprovement may be made upon the state’s 
land. What would constitute a reasonable 
extension of the lease would be a matter 
of compromise. The roads have asked for 
ninety-nine years. The state’s represen- 
tative might think that was too long a 
term. A number of statehouse officials 
have expressed the opinion that such a 
term of years would be too long and fifty 
years has been suggested. 

Colonel Trammell, chairman of the state 
railroad commission, has said that the 
roads could not be expected to spend half 
& Million dollars on an improvement which 
would revert to the state in twenty-one 
years. He thinks that ninety-nine years Is 
entirely too long a period. 

The state has much at stake. Some of 
the roads will be disposed to withdraw 
from the present station and build else- 
where unless the state and the city co- 
operate. If any of them should pull out, 
lt is conceded that the state would be 
the loser. It would continue to collect its 
rental from the Western and Atlantic's 
leases, but railway men agree that the 
terminal would not be so valuable if used 
by only some of the roads as it is now 
that it is used by all of them. 

Members of the city council would like 
to know, so they say, what the state's 
legislative commission will do. A number 
of councilmen are understood to be in 
favor of taking up the proposition of the 
Toads at the next meeting. That propo- 
sition involved the question of a viaduct 
by the city over Whitehall street. 

In this connection it is interesting to re- 
tall that some years ago the railroads of- 
fered to bridge Forsyth, Whitehall and

! 
Pryor streets at their own expense, pro- 
vided the city would assume responsibil- 


ity for damage suits. The city council 
declined the offer, which received only 
two votes. 


V. H. Kreigshaber, now of Atlanta, but 

who was connected with the Central rall- 
road ten years ago, gave an interesting 
review of the proposal. Speaking yester- 
day of it, he said: 
-The railroads centering in Atlanta and 
represented by their leading officials, made 
& proposition to the council committee— 
I think in 1888 or 1889%—which, if it “had 
been accepted at the time, would have 
saved the city considerable money. Mr. 
Morris Belknap was then general manager 
of the Central railroad. -As his assistant 
and engineer maintenance of way, it de- 
volved upon me to show the plan which 
the railroads at that time desired adopt- 
ed. We had designed a viaduct at Mitchell 
Street and at Forsyth street, similar to 
those now. erected, At Whitehall we 
proposed to build a structure from Ala- 
bama to Marietta, very much like the 
lorsyth street bridge. 

“For Pryor and Loyd streets overhead 
footway bridges were designed. At that 
time the proposition of a new depot did 
not enter largeiv into the discussitn, but 
the railroads proposed to erect all the 
Structures mentioned, in first-class style 
and at their own expense, provided the 
city would assume all responsibility for 
property damaged at Mitchell, Forsyth and 
Whitehall streets, and pass’ ordinances 
that would compel the pec@!le in crossing 
Pryor and Loyd streets to use the foot- 


way bridges. I do not think there were 
any other conditions attached to this 
offer. The stumbling block at that time 


seemed to be whether the city council 
could accept the responsibility of property 
damage and overcome the objection, es- 
pecially to the viaduct at Whitehall street. 
Mr. Martin Amorous and Mr. Jacob Haas 
were on the council committee at that 
time, and if I am not mistaken, the propo- 
sition of the railroads was almost unanl- 
mously rejected. While that is a matter 
of old history, it is not amiss to refer 
to it at this time to show that what the 
railroads intended to do, in good faith 
and pay for, has since been done and 
paid for. almost enttrely by the city. 

The entire cost of the Forsyth street 
bridge and probably one-half of Mitchell 
street, has since been paia for by the tax- 
payers and the proposition now made by 
the railroads as I understand it, would 
involve the construction of the Whitehall 
street viaduct entirely at the cost of the 
city. If the acceptance of that proposi- 
tion will bring with it the construction 
of a magnificent new depot then that 
improvement wil] not be too dearly bought, 
even though the city might have had 
all these bridges free of chifge years ago 
had they desireu. 

“Strange things happen in the course 


show where we have not always taken ad- 
vantage of some of the good things that 
have come our way. I think Mr. Martin 
Amorous was the only member of the 
committee who really favored the proposi- 
tion of the railroads. I do know that therail- 
road proposition was declined in such a 
vigorous manner that it was never brought’ 
up again.’ 

Some have questioned the state’s right to 
close Pryor street at the railroad crossing. 
Some of the property owners near the cross- 
ing are very much opposed to the suggees- 
tion. Attorney General Terrell, Colonel E. 
T. Brown, the Western and Atlantic's spe- 
cial attorney, and Colonel" Wimbish, of Co- 
lumbus, who was Colonel Brown's prede- 
cessor, all say that the state unquestionably 
has the power to close the crossing. Wheth- 
er the state would do it or not is another 
question. 

ix-Governor Rufus Bullock agrees with 
the attorney general. It was during Govern- 
or Bullock’s administration that the state 
made the trade with the Mitchell heirs. 

Discussing the subject yesterday, the for- 
mer governor said: 

“The Constitution’s editorial of this morn- 
ing on the ‘mudshack’ depot, etc., has been 
read with much interest. I have been away 
from home during the last six weeks, but 
have read with care the pubiished discus- 
sion in our home papers on the depot ques- 
tion.

S. B. Turman, a prominent real estate 
dealer and farmer in the southern portion 
of the county, is opposing Captain ©!:fford 
Anderson, a member of the bar of At- 
lanta. Mr, Turman js daily circulating in 
the city and country and has many 
friends who are securing promises. 

Captain Anderson has sent out to the 
Various voters in the county a considerable 
amount of literature and is making a vig- 
orous fight for the place. No issues have 
been sprung in the race yet. 

The prominent politicians ip the county 
are taking sides, and it is believed there 
will be some surprises.

"Yes, I have 


careful consideration and I must confess 
my surprise at the fact that my opponent, 
Mr. Clifford L. Anderson, is quoted in the 
daily papers as saying that after a con- 


sultation with his friends he is opposed 
to a white primary, but in favor of a gen- 
eral election, in which the negroes would 


participate. 
“For myself, I wish to state unhesitating- 


ly, without reserve and with emphasis,that 


I do not favor a general election in which 
the negroes would be allowed to vote, but 
on the other hand, I desire to follow the 
well established custom in this county of 
allowing the white people to control by 
having a democratic white primary. 

‘For many years this has been the cus- 
tom, and it would be peculiarly unfortunate 
to depart from this custom just at this 
time. Recent events in and around Atlanta 
make it plain to every self-respecting white 
man that it would be unwise, at this time, 
to throw our county into a heated election 
in which the negro vote is liable to prove 
an important factor. 

“Another thing—the election has been set 
for June 2ist. The primary would have to 
be held about ten days or two weeks in 


advance of this, thus shortening a heated 


campaign. 

“It is well known that the negroes are 
demanding of our city government separate 
and distinct school boards, so that the 
white people will have nothing to do with 
the management of their schools, and I 
am notgin favor of putting into their hands 


the powerful leverage of allowing them to 
participate in so important an election as 


the selection of a county commissioner 


who will possibly hold the balance of power 
in the board, and who will have a voice 


in the disbursement of so large a sum 
of nroney as is handled by our county. 


‘“T wish to have it understood’ that I de- 


sire to be a candidate put forth by a 
white primary according to the time-hon- 
ored usage that has in the past worked 
so well for the peace and prosperity of 
our community. 

“A contrary course to what I here rec- 
ommend and advocate might set a bad and 
dangerous precedent and render it imprac- 
ticable and maybe impossible to have pri- 
maries hereafter for city and county elec- 
tions. At all events, a contrary precedent 
set at this time might endanger so excel- 
lent a system as that which we have here- 
tofore had in the use of white prima- 
ries. 

“Of course, it may be unfortunate to 
some people who may have to close their 
places of business on the day of the elec- 
tion, but I insist that this is not near so 
important as the fact that the white voters 
of this county should control its affairs, 
as in the past, and I know the gentlemen 
who will be forced to suspend business for 
one day will be very willing to make the 
sacrifice in the interest of peace and pros- 
perity. 

“T trust that the executive committee, in 
its wisdom, will at once set a day fora 
democratic white primary.” 

The friends of the two candidates will 
prevail on the executive committee to 
have the matter settled. If the primary is 
held, which is probable, it will take place 
in a few weeks and the question of the 
successful candidate will tbe decided, and 
as usual the regular election will be only a 
matter of form. 


Registration Books Are Open. 


Tax Collector Stewart has had the books 
open since the water bond election, and 
they will remain so until June Ist, when 
they will be closed until after the elec- 
tion. 

Many persons are daily calling upon the 
tax collector and placing their names on 
the suffrage rolls, in order to qualify for 
the election, and each candidate is urging 
all those who are with him to register at 
once, 

Mr. Stewart has made a convenient and 
thoughtful arrangement for the country 
people to register. He has appointed a 
registrar for each country district, and in 
this way will save the residents of the 
country the necessity of coming into the 
city to sign the voting list.

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Case Against Souther Company 
Continued in Circuit Court, 


NO DECISION UNTIL OCTOBER 


Similar Case Now Before Supreme Court 
_ Will Finally Determine Matter 


COMBINED ACTION BY MANY STATES 


-_-— 


A Great Legal Fight, It Is Believed, 
Will Follow When New York 
Case, Similar to That of Geor- 
gia, Is Called in Wash- 
ington. 


The case of the railroad commission of 
Georgia against the Southern Express 
Company, rising out of the refusal of the 
corporation to pay the internal revenue 
stamp tax of 1 cent on every bill] of lad- 
ing, is to be settled finally by the supreme 
court of the United States. 

Not only the Georgia case is to be settled 
by the court of last resort, but in all prob- 
ability a large number of similar cases 


which have gone up to district and circuit 
courts over the United States since the 
beginning of the late war. 

Attorney General, Terrell returned to the 
city yesterday morning from New Orleans, 
where he was called the first of last week 
to argue the case of the commission 
against the Southern Express Company in 
the circuit court of appeals. He was ac- 
companied by Judge Spencer Atkinson, of 
the railroad commission, and it was ex- 
pected that the hearing of the case would 
take up a number of days. When the case 
was reached on the docket Tuesday morn- 
ing the court announced that it would be 
continued until next December, pending a 
final decision in a similar suit by the su- 
preme court of the United States. 

Suit Comes Up from New York. 

The suit to be determined by the 
preme court was sent up from the circuit 
court of appeals of New York. Action was 
brought by the Merchants’ Association of 
New York city against the Adams Ex- 
press Company on the same grounds iden- 
tically as those of the Georgia case. It 
was first argued in the distrigt court of 
New York and it was held by the Mer- 
chants’ Association that the corporation 
and not the shipper was liable for the in- 
ternal revenue tax on packages sent by 
express. The lower court decided in favor 
of the Adams Express Company and the 
case was promptly appealed to the circuit 
court. In the circuit court it was held by 
the judges that the case was only one of 
a number pending in different states in 
which the same points were involved and 
the court of its own motion decided to re- 
fer the case for a final decision to the su- 
preme court 

The supreme court has set the case for 
a hearing next October and it is unler- 
stood that a combined fight is to bé made 
at that time not only by the representa- 
tives of different states in which the case 
has arisen for settlement, but by the at- 
torneys for the various express companies 
throughout the country. 


Georgia Represented at Fight. 
No further action can be taken by the 


su- 


state- railroad commission against the 
Southern Express Company, as the case 
has been continued in the circuit court 
until next December. 


The suit ‘brought by the commission has 
never been heard on its merits as in the 
district court; it was heid by Judge Speer 
tnat the railroad commission of a. state 
had nothing to do with the levying of in- 
ternal revenue. 

It was hoped by the officials of the state 
that a quick settlement of the case could 
be reached through the circuit court and 
In case the commission won the suit to re- 
lfeve shippers in the state from the bur- 
den of the tax the express company re- 
fuses to pay. The circuit court, however. 
has decided to await on the settlement of 
the supreme court. 

Attorney General Terrell stated yester- 
day upon reaching the city that It was 
probable the state of Georgia would be 
represented when the case of the Mer- 
chants’ Association of New York came up 
in the supreme court. While the state is 
not a party to the suit, the decision one 
way or the other will settle the Georgia 
contention and it is practically certain 
that the state will be asked to have its 
legal representative in Washington. 

It is believed that the case will develop 
into one of the greatest legal fights in the 
history of the country, aS not only several 
States, but nearly all the large express 
companies of the United States are in- 
volved. The settlement of the suit will 
mean millions of dollars to express com- 
panies and shippers.

Without the liberal bounty of the 
state in building a railroad from here to the 
Tennessee river there Would have been no 
immediate outlet for the railroads from 
Charleston, Augusta, Savannah and Macon 
which had struggled to this point, hence our 
city. can ill afford to criticise the state or 
the railroads. We should realize the fact 
that the vast corporations who now control 
the roads are managed by men of the high- 
est intelligence who understand that the 
best interests of their lines are promoted 
by fostering and upbuilding the communities 
which they serve, and while their procedure 
may not always suit every whim, the out- 
come will be found wise. 

‘Our relations in connection with a station 
here are peculiar. We have the good fortune 
of a central location now in use, but it be- 
longs to tthe state, and it cannot be expect- 
ed that the railroads will improve another's 
property without some hope of fair compen- 
sation, even if the disposition of our city 
government and citizens was friendly in- 
stead of antagonistic to the roads. 

“In my opinion the remedy is to show by 
city action that we will comply with all 
reasonable requests from the roads which 
the practical operation of their traffic de- 
mands. First of these is a complete cause- 
way or viaduct from Marietta, Peachtree 
and Decatur streets junction on the north 
side to Alabama street on the south side. It 
is not unlikely the roads would voluntarily 
unite in meeting a fair share of the cost of 
such a city structure. By this plan we elim- 
inate the fserious objection of elevated 
tracks and depressed streets. Then all the 
important crossings would be on viaducts 
west of the union station, and by reason of 
the high grade of the reads, crossings east 
of Loyd street, would pass under the tracks 
as now. This plan was practically agreed 
upon by the city and state when the pres- 
ent ‘mudshack’ was originally constructed, 
but the viaduct from Marietta to Alabama 
streets was then so violently opposed by 
property owners between those points that 
the scheme was abandoned. That these 
property owners were mistaken has been 
demonstrated by the increase in the value 
of property on Forsyth and Bread streets 
since the construction of those viaducts. 
The renting value of shops on the level of 
a Peachtree and Whitehall viaduct would 
be greatly enhanced by the army of pedes- 
trians who would then pass that way. 

“If the city accepts this plan, we can then 


unite in asking the state to agree with the 
roads as to some fair and equitable arrange- 
ment for the construction of a proper build- 
ing on the state’s property. To refuse this 
plan and clamor for an immediate construc- 
tion would surely result in each road, except 
the state road, seeking accommodation each 
for itself. This scattering of our passenger 
stations might_benefit individual property 
owners near such new stations, but would 
be a great disadvantage to the public who 
are to be served. 

‘“‘We should gather the benefits from the 
experience of other cities who by a narrow 
policy have Kept railroads separated and 
then afterwards paid large sums of money 
to bring them together in a grand union 
station.”’ 

What council will do at its meeting next 
week has not developed, but it is consid- 
ered probable that the depot question will 
be called up and that it will be referred to a 
committee to confer with the roads. As 
the case stands now, the state railroad com- 
mission would not order the roads to do 
anything. The commissioners have said that 
in their opinion, the city should make some 
definite answer to the roads in regard to 
bridging Whitehall before asking the com- 
mission to act.

GOVERNMENT REPORT ON COTTON 


In Entire Cotton Belt Indications Point 
to Reduction in Acreage. 

Washington, May 10.—The cotton crop 
report for May, issued today by the de- 
partment of agriculture, is as follows:

“No estimate of the total reduction will 
be published until next month when the 
final reports on planting will be compar- 
ed with the revised acreage figures of 
last year.”’ 


SPECIAL COTTON REPORT. 


», 371 Replies Indicate a General De- 
crease in Acreage. 
From The New York Commercial Advertiser 

Knott.& Closson, bankers and brokers, of 
Burlington, Vt., have issued a special cotton 
report containing the substance of returns 
from the cotton states of the smith, receiv- 
ed during the last two months in answer to 
6,500 inquiries sent throughout the cotton 
belt. Replies were received from 5,371, out 
of the 6,500 persons addressed, and thes 
came from 821 cotton counties, The greatest 
number are from Texas, Georgia and Ar- 

ansas and the least from Tennessee. The 
replies were evidently carfully prepared and 
contained much information relative to the 
financial condition of the people of the eoi- 
ton belt, the outiook of the cotton planting 
industry as viewed from their standpoint 
and the advisability of a greater diversity 
of crops and suggestions of remedies fer 
the ruincusly low prices which have prevalil- 
ed for cotton. The report, compiled from 
these letters, says: 

“The average net price to the planter for 
this year’s cotton in the states of Texas, 
Georgia, Arkansas and Louisiana was 4.4, 
cents; in Florida, Tennessee and the Curo- 
linas, 4.60 to 4.70 cents: in Alabama. 4.7). 
and Mississippi and Missouri, 4.80 to 4.00 
cents. The opinion was universal that this 
crop had been raised and marketed at a loss 
to the planter. Three great reasons have 
operated to bring about a general reduction 
of this spring’s acreage. Iirst, the unprec- 
edented lateness of the season and excessive 
rains, the tatter especially true in Alabama 
and Georgia; second, the continued and ab- 
normally low price of raw cotton. and third, 
the complete demoralization of the planter’s 
credit, inhibiting the usual purchases of 
ferti.izers. 

“The states of Alabama, Georgia and Ar- 
kansas report a uniformly reduced acreage 
of 20.3 per cent; Louisiana, 22.3 per cent; 
Texas and Indian Territory, 19.7 per e nt; 
Mississippi, 17.9 per cent: Tennessee, 9.3 per 
cent; all others, 14 per cent: a total] average 
reduction of 17.2 per cent in states whose 
acreage last season amounted to 22,244,144 
wth a production of 11,098,(00 bales. In the 
reports from the state of Texas 75 per cent 
complained of the increasing ravages of the 
boll weevil, especially in the counties bor- 
dering on the Rio Grande—a pest that unless 
some remedy is soon found will spread into 
other states. Georgia and Alabama reported 
the greatest decrease in the sale and use of 
fertilizers, running in most instances from 
2o per cent to 75 per cent less than last 
year. In all these reports a general and 
growing dsposition to diversify crops and 
the turning of the planters’ attention to 
stock raising was manifest. 

“These advices indicated a greater per- 
centage of unmarketed cotton on the Ist of 
April west of the Mississippi river, with a 
larger percentage of unpicked and ruined 
cotton than ever before elsewhere; also as 
to the grade and spinning quality of che 
staple these reports were uniform tn stating 
that this season's cotton was the poorest 
in quality ever raised. The greatest int: rest 
centers naturally in the reports relative to 
this year's acreage. We believe the average 
decrease in acreage, as given above, drawn 
from over 5,000 reports, indicates as nearly 
as possible a correct and conservative es- 
timate from the cotton srower, which. to- 
gether with a large decrease tn the use of 
fertilizers and many reports of a poor qual- 
ity of sood as well as hasty preparation of 
the land, indicates clearly the folly of ex- 
pecting a ‘third crop equalling that of 1897-98 
and the season now drawing to a close.” _

GOVERNMENT GRAIN REPORT. 


Winter Wheat Condition 76.2, Against 
86.5 Last Year. 


Washington, May 10.—The crop report for 
May, issued by the department of agricul- 
ture, follows:, ee 

“The May 1 Zns to the statistician of 
the departme! of agriculture show the 
acreage in winfér wheat in cultivation on 
May Ist to have been about 25,900,000 acres, 
‘his is about 4,000,000 acres less than tne 
area estimated to have been sown last 
fall, but it still slightly exceeds the area 
of winter wheat ‘harvested lest year. The 
reduction in acreage in the principal states, 
as compared with the area seeded last fall 
is as follows: Kansas, 868,000; illinois, 7U1,- 
000: Indiana, 394,000; Missouri, 345,000; Texas, 
‘27,000. Ohio, 149,000; Nebraska, 744,000; Michi- 
gan, 128,000; Wisconsin, 120,000; Tennessee, 
105,000, 

“Ror the area remaining under cultiva- 
tion the average condition is 76.2 as com- 
pared with 86.5 on May 1, 1898, and 85.9, the 
mean of the average of the past ten years. 

“The condition in the principal states 
after reducing the acreage is as follows: 
Pennsylvania, 86; Maryland, 83; Virginia, 78; 
Texas. 67: Tennessee, 78; Kentucky, 76; Ohio, 
§2: Michigan, 60; Indiana, 68; Illinois, 54; 
Missouri, 65; Kansas, 64; California, 96; Ok- 
lahoma, &6, 

The average condition of winter rye is 
6.6. as compared with 94.4 on May 1, 1896, 
and 98.1. the mean of the May average for 
the last ten years. About one-half of the 
entire rye crop is grown in New York and 
Pennsylvania, where the conditions are % 
and &7, respectively. 

“Spring plowing is unusually late in al- 
most every part of the country. The work 
alreadv done is estimated at 57.2 per cent 
of the total contemplated. The proportion 
usually done by May Ist is about 85 per cent 
of whole. 

“The average condition of potatoes is 4.9, 
against 92.9 on May Ist of last year, and 
3.4 on the corresponding date in 1897. The 
average condition of sprine pastures is 83.4, 
against 91.2 on May 1. 1898, and 93.4 on the 
corresponding day in 1897,"" |

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Sweet Girl Graduates. 

The papers are full these days of inter- 
esting matter pertaining to those interest- 
ing and charming personages, the “sweet 
giri’’ graduates, and soon pictures of them 
in their simple white gowns will gladden 
the hearts of those who chance to gee 
them. 

The fashion writers are telling the sweet 
girl graduate what she must wear, and they 
all seem to agree that whether she takes 
her diploma afternoon or evening, simplic- 
ity should distinguish her gown, and it 
should be high necked and long sleeved, a 
fashion not always acceptable for summer 
evenings, especially in this climate of ours. 
A northern publication of last Sunday 
gives the following advice to graduates: 

“It is needless to say that she yearns 
to make a good appearange on this import- 
ant occasion. Her graduation day, some 
one has said, is second only to her wed- 
ding day, and she looks forward to it with 
high expectations, 

“The girl graduate is always charming, 
like some young white flower—she has 
youth and dainty gown to assist her, but 
sometimes she is far from graceful. 

“It is apt to be her first public appear- 
ance, and this reason alone causes her to 
feel and act awkwardly. Then, to make 
a bad matter worse, the graduates are al- 
most invariably made to sit on the plat- 
form facing an audience which they feel 
sure is observing and criticising every 
movement. : 

“There may be several reasons for nerv- 
ousness besides the natural trepidation 
which accompanies the graduation day cer- 
emonies. 

“If the young aspirant realizes too late 
that her dress fals short of the standard 
set by custom the time to Which she look- 
ed forward with such happiness will be 
fillled with misery. 

“If in the whirl of excitement attending 
closing examinations she has allowed her- 
self to become unfamiliar with her part 
in the exercises, it is probable and fitting 
that she will make a fiasco of the whole 
affair. 

“If she has not rehearsed sufficiently the 
bows and gestures which she is to make, 
unless she is gifted with unusual self- 
possession, they will be made awkwardly. 

“The girl with the plainest dress need 
not feel that she will be the subject of un- 
pleasant comment. If she is the subject 
of any comment at all regarding her 
clothes it will be favorable, for the simply 
arrayed graduate is always noted by the 
audience with satisfaction. 

“Each graduate should make it a point 
to be familiar with her own little part in 
the programme, so that she may have 
no vain regrets when it is all over and 
need not feel that she has mortified tie 
pride of the teachers and parents by a 
clumsy rendering. By all means must she 
know ‘by heart’ her essay, but she may 
carry the manuscript in case memory fails. 

“When she greets the audience before 
beginning her essay, let it indeed be a 
greeting and not a slovenly nod or a fran- 
tie stage effort at a bow. Let her recol- 
lect that her friends are before her, she 
has something to say to them which she 
hopes to make as interesting as possible, 
and her salutation should show all this. 
It is more than a nod, yet less than a 
courtesy. A gentle bend of the body, hands 
held loosely at sides and the lips parted 
in a smile. The attitude should be delib- 
erate and comprehensive, slighting no one 
and with no visible trace of the previous 
haste undoubtedly experienced. 

“In rendering her essay the graduate 
must remember that the more freedom of 
motion she displays within certain limita- 
tions the more interesting it will be for 
the audience. She may expound most 
learnedly, but she will not hold the audi- 
ence if she sticks closely to the words of 
her text, and moves neither to the right 
nor the left. 

“The fortunate valedictorian should pre- 
pare her valedictory so that it may be 
rendered Without notes or manuscript. It 
is always a class address, and she must 
hot make the mistake of delivering it for 
the benefit of the audience alone. She 
Should turn partly, so that with a sweep 
of either hand the audience and the class 
may profit by the discourse.”

An €tlanta Woman 
on Western Scenery 


The following interesting letter was writ- 
ten from Colorado Springs by Mrs. Char- 
lotte Rice Dennis: 

“Colorado Springs, Col., May 1, 1899.—It 
is unfortunate that there is so little litera- 
ture to be found on the subject of the 
Pike's Peak region, though no amount of 
writing could describe the charms of this 
wonderfully beautiful country. 

“We hear constantly of the romantic 
charms of foreign lands, but Mr. Whitney, 
in his ‘Legends of_the Pike’s Peak Re- 
gion,’ says: ‘The romantic Rhine cliffs or 
even the land of Sphinx and Pyramid did 
not rise above the ocean until its waves 
had beaten for ages at the base of the 
Rocky mountain peaks.’ Ought we not, 
then, to Know more of our own land, which 
he also says ‘is the old world, while Eu- 
rope and India are the new?’ 

“Perhaps nowhere in the world is. to be 
found such a variety of beautiful moun- 
tain scenery as in and around Colorado 
Springs, a city of 25,000 inhabitants, sit- 
uated at the foot of Pike’s Peak, with an 
altitude of 6,000 feet—the land toward the 
north rising to 7,500 feet and six miles to 
the west culminating in Pike’s Peak, 14,147 
feet high. 

“Toward the northeast are Austin bluffs, 
light in color and striking in contrast to the 
dark, rich coloring of the Rockies, which 
change in beauty with every passing cloud. 

“The summits of the Rockies are covered 
with snow all winter; in fact, traces of it 
may be found on the Peak during the sum- 
mer. 

“This elevation of 14,147 feet is reached 
by a cog road, which has its terminal sta- 
tion at the summit of the Peak and can 
be seen on a very clear day many miles 
away. 

‘Within a short distance of the city are 
numerous canons—rocky gorges cleft in the 
mountains, with toweri walls of vari- 
colored rocks hundreds of feet high on eith- 
er side—all equally fmteresting, but so en- 
tirely different in formation that they can- 
not be compared, the last one visited is al- 
ways the most beautiful. 

“The principal ones are William’s canon, 
the carriage road being hewn out of the 
mountain side, ascending 1,500 feet, where it 
terminates in ithe ‘Cave of the Winds,’ fa- 
mous for its wonderful stalactities and sla- 
lagmites. 

“The pass which leads past Rainbow 
Falls, formerly only a burro trail, is now a 
magnificent driveway; probably the most 
popular canon for tourists is that leading 
to ‘Seven Falls’ and Cheyenne mountain, at 
the summit of which were interred by her 
own request, the remains of that gifted 
writer, Helen Hunt Jackson, whose home 
is still shown in the city of ‘Colorado 
Springs. 

“One of the most. interesting of the many 
beautiful drives is that through the ‘Gar- 
den of the Gods,’ a wild mountain path, 
covering about three miles, and fiiled with 
natural rock formations of curious and fan- 
tastic design, some of enormous size, the 
‘Balanced Rock,’ for example. This spot is 
supposed to have been the worshiping place 
of the Indians in prehistoric times. 

“The charm of all these places is that 
with the exception of driveways, they are 
just as nature made them; wild mountain 
scenery, which cannot be surpassed—a per- 
fect panorama of beauty, the colors so har- 
moniously blended that it is impossible for 
the hand of the artist to reproduce them. 

“Even the ‘oldest inhabitant’ never tires 
of making excursions to these spots, show- 
ing their never failing beauty and interest. 

‘“‘But it is not alone of the beauties of the 
scenery I would speak, but the wonderful 
life-giving sunshine which seems to flood 
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this part of the world and the invigorating. 


air which brings color to the cheeks and 
elasticity to the step. A celebrated physi- 
cian, who has lived here twenty-five years, 
and made the subject a scientific study, 
pronounces it ‘the best average climate in 
the world,’ and it is particularly adapted 
to all pulmonary troubles.

One frequently awakes in the morn- 
ing to find the earth covered with a snowy 
blanket, two to four inches thick, but so 
great is the evaporating power of the warm, 
brilliant sunshine, and so rapid the absorp- 
tion of the porous soil, that often by night, 
not a vestige of snow is to be found. For 
these same reasons after a heavy snowfall 
there is very little mud or slush; in fact, 
mud is almost an unknown quantity in 
this part of the west.

Mr. Linz, 
owner of the large Linz building, now in 
course of construction at Dallas, Tex., has 
just placed with the Kennesaw Marble 
Company a contract for the marble to be 
used in his structure. He visited while in 
this city the new Prudential building, and 
was so struck with the beauty of the mar- 
ble in it that he at once placed himself in 
communication with the managers of the 
company.

WHY MRS. ROBINSON. 
WASN'T PROSECUTED 


Unique Sensation in a Justice Court 
Yesterday Morning.

HUSBAND WAS PROSECUTOR 


He Left the Courtroom Hurriedly and 
Never Came Back. - 


WIFE WAS READY AND WILLING FOR TRIAL 


G. W. Robinson Swore Out a Warrant 
for His Pretty Young Wife No. 2. 
The Courtroom Scene. 
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A unique sensation occurred in Justice 
Bateman’s court yesterday morning, and 
those who witnessed it are telling a very 
entertaining story about why G. W. Robin- 
son didn’t prosecute his wife after he had 
sworn out a Warrant for her. 

It ig said that Robinson went to the 
ccurtroom flanked by an attorney, and be- 
fore the case against Mrs. Robinson was 
opened he left the courtroom and did not 
return. The whyfores and wherefores of 
the sudden breakaway of the prosecutor 
make an interesting story. 

Some three or four years ago, to begin at 
the beginning, G. W. Robinson, a discon- 
solate widower with several children, decid- 
ed to take unto himself wife No. 2, and he 
met and wedded Miss Ceneith Allen, the 
young daughter of C. L. Allen, a prosperous 
farmet of Cobb county. Robinson was at 
that time a Cobb county farmer himself. 

Somehow Robinson's matrimonial ven- 
ture No. 2 did not result in all the happi- 
ness that had been anticipated, and it is 
said by her relatives that he mistreated her 
on several occasions and she left him. The 
wife's mother finally told her that if she 
went back to live with Robinson she must 
make the choice for good and not expect 
to get shelter in her parents’ home again, 
Mrs. Robinson went back to her husband 
and they moved to Atlanta. 

It is further charged that Robinson was 
very jealous of his pretty young wife, and 
that this was the cause of much of the 
trouble between them. After coming to 
Atlanta he had another row with her, 60 
he states, and she left his roof and went 
to live with a cousin. She refused to re- 
turn to her husband, and upon one occasion 
he is said to have met her in the street 
and dragged her half a block by the arm. 
This is an important part of the story and 
had nearly everything to do with the scene 
in the justice court yesterday morning. 

Robinson swore out a Warrant charging 
his wife with infidelity, and the case Was 
set for trial in Justice Bateman’s court 
yesterday morning at 10 o'clock. 

At the hour named Mrs. Robinson was 
present and she was not alone. Besides her 
lawyer, Colonel Lewis W. Thonias, she h id 
her ‘father and some of her brcthers, sisters 
and cousins, uncles and aunts. She also 
had numerous witnesses to prove that the 
charge made by her husband Was ground- 
less. 

While the parties were waiting for the 
justice Rebinson and his lawyer cntered 
the courtroom. Attorney Thomas was 
talking privately and very earnestly <9 his 
client, and when he finished he turned to a 
bailiff cnd asked for a blank warrant, 
which he ,receeded to fill out for Rovinson, 
charging him with assault and battery 
when he dragged Mrs. Robinson through 
the streets. 

Robinson became nervous and uneasy. He 
finally got up and called his attorney aside. 
In one more pair of seconds the prosecu- 
tor was going down the front steps at a 
rapid gait, 

And he never came back. 

The case was called and-the defense an- 
nounced ready, but there was no trial. The 
justice dismissed the warrant against Mrs. 
Robinson. 

The warrant for Robinson is still in exist- 
ence, but it has not been served. 

Mrs. Robinson has returned to the coun- 
try home of her childhood and will probably 
file a suit for divorce.
